■\VERDEhBEBC and Alt5tctt«n — the priadpal toirns, or rather Tillages, in our 
route — are both distinguished in the p;^ of history ts the centre of important 
transactions, to «onie portion of which we may adrert os we stirt the cantons 
of Appenzell and St.* GaU. 

In the beginning of the hfeeenth cenhuy, when the exploits of the confederate 
Swiss had awakened both envy and admiration among the pastoral inhabitants 
of Appenzell, the latter were mortified by the humiliating comparison between 
themselves and their more fortunate neighbours. Subjects of the abbey of 
St. GaH, they were burdened with taxes, insulted by the collectors, and treated 
as flares rather than sabjecU of a rebgious establishment. Arbitrary raeasares 
were enforced by the servants of the abbot, and extortioa openly practised in the 
pretended discharge of their functions One of these, the intendant of Schwendi, 
having imposed a heavy and arbitrary tax upon the produce of the dairv, 
whoever attempted to evade the payment was attached by two feroaous dogs ; 
and if^be appealed to law, wa> not only denied all redress, but heird mfh 
dension, and dismissed with insult.

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TliC governor of Appcnzell continued, in die exercise of Ins claim as licnot, 
to harass and exasperate the people m a manner which nothing hut the

h) the deputies of ApjKiizcll, reinstated the goicrnors m ofilcc. These, flushed 
with the Tictory Outs obtained, and instigated bj revenge, redoubled their 
exactions, and lutlictcd upon the inhabitauta crerj cur'c of feudal despotism 
In tie mean time, the inhabiianls of Sc Oal) began, also, to feel and resent 
certain imposts on ih part of the abbot, end, instigated bj the same ftara and 
interests, entered into an aUianee with iheir neighbours of Apptnrcll for the

ground of ‘Werdenberg, transmitted to me through a long Imo of ancestors, 
whose piety and personal ralour were stdl nobler monuments than their 
possessions, has been seized by Austrian rapacity, the instruments of whose 
robbery are even now noting in the hall of my fathers I Stnpt of my inhcn* 
tance, 1 have nothing left but the sword of Werdenberg, and my incorruptible 
faith , these I offer you with a heart warm in your cause, and an arm prepared 
to second you in every enterprise "Will jon receive me as a free ft-llon-

*' "We wdl—we will’ exclauned the assembly, m one simultaneous shout 
whereupon the count, stripping himself of the nch dress and arms of a noble, 
and substituting tbe coarse habit of a shepherd, exclaimed—" Kow am I free 
indeed* and weatmg the garb of freemen, hencefortli I ivield only the sword 
of freedom, and hie or die in its cause This frinh a\owal %%on eiery heart, 
and well assured from his past conduct that Rudolf of Werdenberg could 
•never act a traitors part, they elected hua by acclamation for their general, 
and under his directions threw up fortifications along the frontier, renewed the 
aJiance with St Gall, and speedily found themselves in a position to give the 
mvaders a reception worthy of their cause 

Oa one of those drizzly days which so frequently ptevail in the Alps in 
the month of Jime, the mam body of the Austrian force defiling through the 
Rhemthal, crossed the frontier of Appeazell, and began their ascent of the 
jVn den stoss The short grass, and the path rendered shppery by the rain 
opposed ^eat obstacles to their progress, while the Appenzeller^ to the 
amount of four hundred, talaug full advantage of those means -vhich the nature 
of the ground placed at their disposal, and actmg on former precedents, con 
tmued to roll masses of loosened rock, and logs of timber upon the mvaders 
The terror and confusion thus occasioned among tbe Austrians, may be imagmed 
but though it obstructed it did not stop ^eir progress At length, vihen about 
half way up, Rudolf of Werdenbe^ gave the signal to charge, and at the same 
instant the Appenzellers rushed from aR sides, uttering fearful shouts , and 
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tailing upon tlie enemy’s broVen files, committed dreadful bavoc Rudolf, bare- 
footed, like those he led and vrho thus found a surer footing, pressed his advantage 
The boivs of the Austrians, noir that the stnng$ had become relaxed and usele«s 
from the ram, were only an incumbrance, their spears and swords, therefore, 
opposed to those of the shepherds, maintained for some time a desperate conflict, 
and compensated for other disadvantages by icceiting a constant acce^on to 
their numbers Suddenly, a fresh body of Appenzellers debouched from the 
wood, and manceuvrmg as if they intended to cut off the Austrians’ retreat, 
the latter became panic-'truck at the sight, fled precip lately, and, being pursued 
for SIX hours along the Rhemthal, by the vindictive swords of their opponents, 
left many of their hraiest combatants in the track. 

In the mean tune, the second dinsion of the Austrians, fed by the Duke 
m person, and laying waste the country through which it advanced, encamped 
in great force and splendour under the ramparts of St Gall These, however, 
as he conjectured, bemg too strong and well manned to surrender without a 
struggle, the duke waved the experiment, and directed the full tide of his 
vengeance towards Arbon But here the otizens, forming themselves into 
reconnoitruig bands, gave his advanced guard such a warm reception near the 
Hanptlisberge, os to stagger the whole body, and convince their leader that the 
march to Appenzell was not to be a triumphal progress Informed, at the same 
tune, of the disastrous events on the Stoss, his rage and disappointment knew no 
bounds , and he made a solemn row on the spot not to leave the country, till 
he should have inflicted summarv chastisement upon the authors of this 
di^race to the Austnan flag But whfle princes only propose, God disposes 
Resolved on the accomplishment of his saDguinaiy project, the duke caused 
it to be given out tliat his orders were to march back into the and 

with this appearance he contmued hxs retreat towards the Rhine On reaching 
the village of Thai, however, the rase was dropt, his real object divulged, 
and the troops ordered to «cale the steep accUvities of the Wblfshalden — a 
measure by which he hoped to entrap the Appenzellers m the midst of their 
security, and exercise fearful retaliation for his late defeat. The latter, 
accustomed to witness tie tempest iarst over tieir Jwaii, trreir Aunr £ b}ae 
sky, were prepared for the same traasitioa in the moral as in the natural world , 
so that where the Austrians expected to find them asleep, thty found the sentinels 
at their post, the whole population on the alert, and Werdenberg and his 
wamora, fully apprised of the my5tene» of the game, ready to tush upon them 
once more with the appalTlng shout of — Freedom and Appenzell 

The Austrians, yusUy apprehensive of an ambuscade, and hastily assuming 
lOL n c 
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the defensive, met the assailants on, an advantageous post near the church, and 
fought with a courage worthy of a better cause Forty of the Appenzellers sank 
andsr the swords and spears of the invaders , hut over their bodies, their 
sons and brothers rushed with such impetuosity, that tlie duke's second ranks 
uere broken at several points, the brave fell fighting, the mass lied, and the 
dechiities of the Wolfshalde were streivn with the slam The rout uas 
complete, and with the doable disgrace of detection and discomfiture, Fredenck 
of Austria withdrew his shattered forces beyond the Rhine. The result needs 
not here he dwelt upon The people of Appenzell had now endence of their 
oivn strength, and with the fame of their exploits, united the sweets of freedom 
The hereditary possessions of 'Werdenbe^ were wvested from the Austrians, 
and restored to their owner , while Rudolf, in the proud association of shepherds, 
enjoyed that happy independence to which, by bis sword and counsel, be bad 
so nchly contnhuted 

For nearly a centurj past, the village of Gais, not far from the scene of tins 
victory, and two thousand eight hundred and eighty feet above the sea, has 
been much resorted to by strangers, as well os natives, for tbe sake of the 
goats uhey-diet, or mflkeakur, which has been found to contribute verj 
essential benefit in cases where more artificial means have failed. Of this 
beverage, upwards of a hundred quarts are consumed every morning during 
the summer. It is brought quite fresh and warm from the clnlets, in the high 
pasturage of the Scntis Alp, and distributed in glasses to the guests who meet 
every morning at the sound of a bell — a signal emplojed to draw the uhey- 
dnnkers from their several apartments, which, owing to the great influx of 
visitors for some jears past, ore often difficult to ho procured 
♦ The salutary ciTccts of this simple regimen, aided by exercise, amusement, 
and the invigorating air of these mountains, gam fresh testimony every season 
In certain states of disease in the pulmonary and digestive organs, a course of 
goal's whey has been found eminently successful, and may bo stiU further im

The sitoations of the Rosenberg, 
and Schwanbuig, fonaerlj occupied by castles which were razed dimng the 
struggle for liberty, are universally admired as pomts of view. The approach 
to the convent of "VTonncstem, the ravine of TJmesch and Hundwjl, where 
the Protestant inhabitants hold their general meetings every two years,* are 
all interesting, and full of attractions to the pedestnan, who would earn the 
luxury of health by the exercise of his bmhs

Before closing onr shetch of this canton, we shall add a few words oa the 
Wild KTrchlem, or chapel of the desert, to whicli most of those who visit this 
sublime scenery devote a day’s excursion From the Baths of Weissbad, a 
ru^^d path, steep, and strewn with the dtbru of rocks, conducts across the 
Boinmen Alp, and in about an hour and a half, brings vs to a wooden bridge, 
suspended over a frightful cliastn, and leading to a chapel, ingeniously con 
stnicted m a cavern of the rocks Few sccnca can be more appalling than 
what IS here oCered, m takmg the first step on the bndge Most spectators, 
unless familiar with such scenes, experience an involuntary shudder as they 
suddenly come in s^gbt of the prcapjce beneath, which descends to a depth 
of two hundred and fifty feet perpendicular, and the wild and savage grandeur 
with which the whole scene is invested The view to the south is magnificent 
composing the still, silvery lake of the See-Mp scooped oot of the Sentis, and 
giving birth to the Sitter, the glittering course of which is also a sinking

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feature in tlie picture. Imuiediatciy overhead, the tocI^ wails of the Ehcn-Alp 
soar into the sky, and shut out the world ; while precipices and ^ alleys, fro\vTiin5 
with winter, or brilliant trith verdure, como alternately into view, and by 
singxilar contrasts, give a character to the hmdscape which it is impossihie to 
describe. 

Having accomplished this pass, the church of the desert, as its name imports, 
comes into sight? and a more extraordinary position for a shrine it would be 
diffi cult to select, even in the Alps. Behind the chapel, a grotto opens into 
the rock, the walls of which are covered with lac-Iune ; and here an altar is 
erected. The view from the window is unrivalled. Tliis savage and solitary 
retreat was chosen by a native of Appcnzcll, named Ulmann, who built the 
chapel in 1656, and made the cavern his abode. From that time, the second 
grotto has been occupied daring the fine season, by a hermit, who rings the 
chapel bell five times every day — a signal at which the sliepherda of the Alps 
fall on their knees in the exercise of prayer. The following stanzas may, perhaps, 
serve as a specimen of the vcsper>hyinn which is still heard undulating from 
cliff to chff, when the sun goes down, and the shepherds of Appenzcll accojn* 
pany Ins setting with prayer.

Be-enlcrwtg ihe canton of St. Gall, on our route into that of Thurgan, or 
Thurgovie, the capital ofTers attractions of whidi roost travellers will gladly 
avail themselves. The style of its private and public edifices — its squares and 
capacious streets, with munerons omanicntal Countsuns, give it an air of elegance 
and luxury peculiarly sinking. The Benedictine Abbey, the original nucleus 
of the town, and for so many ages fhe residence of its prince-abbots, though 
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now fcurtailed of its privileges, is still anol^ectof deep veneration among the 
faithful, and like its neighbour, Xinsicdclii, the resort of numerous pilgrims, 
by whose liberality and superstition the tomb of St Gall is rendered a source 
of extensive and voluntary tribute The Abbey CImrch, a magnificent structure, 
with the buildings of the ancient abbey, aud another, called the Pfalz, or 
palace, serve as the residence of the government, wlulc the Convent has been 
converted into a college of public instruction, under the direction of eleven 
professors The churches of St Lawrence, and St Mongen, the Arsenal, the 
Orphan Hospital, and the Casino, are the pnnapal hmlduigs, of which the 
hospital IS particularly striljng The Library, long celebrated for its rare 
treasures, is arranged m a magnificent hall It contains upwards of a thousand 
manuscripts, part of the collection formed by the historian Tschudi, the 
Niebelungenhed, a manuscript poem of the twelfth century, upon which 
«otne interesting lectures were lately dchvered at Gottingen, by Dr Bamm, and 
the chronicle of Prund The Town Library contains the manuscripts of the 
celebrated Yadunus, so distinguisbed at the period of the Beformvtion as 
burgomastec ot the town , the bust of Zollikofer, the most powerful preacher 
of his tune in Germany , the portrait of Zmgg by A Graf, with an extensive 
cabinet of petrifactions from the neighbouring districts Besides these 
libraries, another, belonging to a literary society, is neb in all that relates to 
die history of the country at large, and of St Gall m particular 
The commerce of the place consists chiefly of mushn, extremely fine in 
texture, and silver embroidery, as well as eveiy other vanety of that manu 
facture, which u here conducted on a much more extensive scale than in any 
other part of Switzerland Tlie population of the town is now estimated at 
ten thousand, constitutmg about a thirteenth part of that of the canton, which 
is annually uicreasing Of the entire population, the Cathohe part is estimated 
at eighty thousand, that of the refoimed at fitly thousand, who inhabit ciuefiy 
the capital, the small district of TVerdenberg, and predominate m the valleys 
of Toggenburg and the Bhinc The eflects of industry are every where more 
or less evident , but a great portion of the rural population still groan under 
the trammels of ignorance and superstition — a yoke more difficult to throw 
off than that of despotism Bducation, however, begins to extend its influence 
and to be held m yiut appreciation Let us hope, therefore, that the day may 
soon arrive, when their lore of education will rival that of hberty, and when 
these two inesUmable blessings will be found ajutuahy to embrace and consoli 
date each other 

The great council of the canton, consisting of one hundred and fifty members,

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With the landamman at their head, exercise the sovereign power, and elect from 
their own body the lesser council of thirteen members, in whom is reposed 
the administrative and executne authoniy. The supreme tribunal, at which nine 
judges preside, is constituted m like manner. The two religious professions 
administer their ecclesiastical affairs, as well as whateier relates to religious 
estabhbhments and the business of education, separately The reformed derg\ 
constitute a synod, wluch assembles once every year at St Gall, at which two 
members of tbe government arc present 'With the exception of Sargaiis, 
on the Gnson frontier, the Catholic clergy have hitherto formed part of the 
diocese of Constance Of the monastic establishments which stiU flourish in 
the canton, there are four convents, and eleven nunneries, all more or less nchly 
endowed, and possessing tempornl as well as spiritual interests in the country 
The facilities fox education, and the incentives to industry, are happily on the 
incTcasc, and the prospects of the canton, as applicable to its moral and pohtical 
condition, prosperous and encouraging 

At the tumultuous epoch of the Trench Revolution, St Gall, like its neigh* 
hours, became the scene of anirchy and nusrulc The people could no longer 
bear the accumulating weight of taxes, court exactions, and acts of scrtitude, 
b> which ihc) were excluded from the blessings of freedom, and held lu 
degrading bondage With eiery accession of new temtorj to the abbey, 

ihoir own rights and pniilegcs were curtailed they felt that their prnations 
increased m proportion as their monastic rulers prospered Tiie of the 
communes, therefore, speedilj seconded by others, laid their gneiances before 
the ilibot, and claimed redress for sixtj different abuses which had come to 
liglit riic Abbot Rcda, a man of enlightened mind, and a natiic of TJmrgau, 
knowing the iiece«sities of the people, would pladlv liave lessened their burdens , 
hilt of nil lus ccclc<iaslic5, two only seconded him m a purpose so just and 
Inudiblc Much intnguc and negotiation on the part of the monks followed 
At length the Trince-Abbot, detecting their arlificc, representod to them the 
wnniiiiciit danger of fomenting, nt such a crwi^, Uie tjuarrels between rulers mid 
tint subjects IVace was the end, conciholorj measures the only arms to be 
cmploaed in a questnn which they were bound bj their chiractcr to convert 
to the glor> of God, nnd the good of his people * Kut,’ said he, “ if jt be 
resolved to nsk tip conseqiKnccs h\ opcnlv resisting our suljccts, I snilidmu 
from till unh )lj contest, mid tlirun mjsclf at once into the arms of my jieoph ** 
flic rt suit of lliiii seas, the conci'ssion of extensive pnvileges, by which the people 
were cmpowcrevl to choose their own tenste and council of war, to hold gencml 
aivemhlies, in nominate the mumrtpal ofTiccra, nnd to purchase exenijition

from their oppressire burthens Semtude was also ahohshed, and an act 
published, by which all ecclesiastics, and others engaged in tlie public semce — 
but lutherto cierapted by Mttue of office — were ordered to contnbute their 
portion to the expenses of the state Blessings were poured on the good Beda 
from every comer of the junsdiction , but the monhs, although in appearance 
consenting to tliese salutary measures, were inwardly mcensed at his submission, 
and continued to lay insidious pJins for defeating lus object With thu new, 
they signed a secret act for the defence of tlieir rights against the people — 
rights, which had only ongmated and been perpetuated through a long course 
of tyranny , and to this, even the guardians of the abbey clandestinely assented, 
and fomented the opposition igainst the pious and philanthropic new^ of tlie 
worth) abbot So difficult is it for those who have once tasted the sweets of 
power, and the fruits of despotism, to become amenable to the same laws, and 
memhers of the same community, with the humble, hut more worthy, citizens 
whose rights they have abused 

At length, when the arms of Austria bad won some temporary advantage 
in Swabia, and bad crossed the Bhme to prosecute the campaign lu Switzerland, 
the cause of freedom seemed for a time paraly'sed. St Gall bad now a nen 
abbot, m the person of Pancratius Forster, «ho, countenanced by a change 
in the political aspect of the country, began bis career by re-establishing on 
his temtorj a degree of servitude still more insupportable than the former 
He annulled, by the bands of Austrian dragoons, the artiides of emancipation 
previously accorded. He broke open the national archives, and corned offi the 
important documents they contauied But he soon experienced the fatal results 
of his measures, and felt that power, founded on injustice, is but a fortress built 
on sand, which the first fioods will overthrow Perceiving that men are never 
so strong as when the) act under a consciousness of right, and contend for 
their natural privileges as citizens, the abbot was soon convinced that then, 
was but one alternative to which a people, now roused from their lethargy, and 
actuated by the all pervading spirit of freedom, could submit, and this was the 
coafimwtion of those rights in which they liad been so lately laatalled bj hi* 
predecessor — the pious and patriotic Bedo. 

On the many interesting sulgects to which we should advert in a survey of 
this territory, the breiity of our plan will not permit us to dilate But we 
would recommend all who visit those districts, to make the tour of the Toggen 
burg, so famous for the war of that naoie, and so remarkable for the hcaut) 
and grandeur of its natural scenery The ancient counts of To^enburg were 
the most '* potent signiors" of Smtzerland Their domestic fortress crowned 
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a rock not far from tho present con\ciit of riscliingcn It was from a window 
of this castle tliat the Count Henry, m a parov>sm of jealous}, precipitated 
his wife, " the beautiful Ida, into the chasm at its base On the finger of 
her page he had perceived her wedding nng, which, liaimg been left at an open 
lattice, hod been tamed off bj arnNcn, and dropt at the foot of the rocks, where 
the servant, unconsnous of its lalue or character, had picked it up, and, by waj 
of secunty, put it on hia finger Ida, however, mode a miraculous escape 
from the summary and unjust punishment intended for her, by lajmg hold of 
some shrubs that overhung tho fearful abjss, and Jield her for a time suspended 
between life and death After her rescue, her innocence was fully proved, 
and acknowledged by all But incapable of longer cherishing nfibction for a 
husband, who, in addition to the violent death intended for herself, had caused 
the innocent servant to be dragged to death at the tail of a wild horse, (a fact 
which might have suggested the story of Mazeppa) she withdrew from worldly 
admiration, and, ending her clouded pdgnmage m a cell at nstlungcn, left 
her piety as an example to all her sex, and her story os a Icgacj to some poet 
of after tunes Let us hope that the subject, and its scenerj— a virgin theme 
—may yet attract the notice of some modem troubadour, and the storj of the 
beautiful Ida be clothed witli the charms of song

The Canton of Thurgau lays daim to none of those sublime and savage 
features which characterise the cantons of the higher Alps The wild and the 
wonderful, the snowy desert, the glaciers, the mountam gorge, the dark ravine 
the giddy precipice, the foamu^ torrent the Alpine pastures, the chalets and 
their summer population are all r^laced by fresh combinations of objects in 
which the beautiful and the picturesque predwmnate, and where Nature, laying 
aside her rohe of horrors, is radiant with summer fruits, and opening mth 
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harvests Tha transition from the storm-girt regions of Appenzell, to tlie 
redandant fertility of Tho^au, is one of the most striking that be met 
vnth, the climate and productions of irhich are as strongly contrasted as those 
of Spitzbergen and the Bay of Naples Equally populous, cultivated, and 
productive, the valley of the Thur forms the granary of German Switzerland 
^Vheat fields, vmeyardi, and orchards, are closely and luxunantlv inter«per«etl 
•—the latter so much so, as to give to the country the appearance of one 
unmterropted garden, through whose vanons and undulating mass of verdure, 
spires, towers, hamlets, chateaus, and dflapidafed forts, glimmer at mtervals, — 
bringing at once the past and present before us, and offering a thousand 
pleasing anticipations of the future

The hills are all of moderate elevation, rarely exceeding two thousand fire 
hundred feet above Con*tance, but, enclosmg three small lakes well stocked 
with fish, are at once the reservoir and the source of fertihzmg streams The 
upper Thurgau, or that portion which borders the lake of Constance from 
Arhon to Stem, presents a scene of unrivalled fertflity — producing, generally, 
two crops of flax in tbc year, succeeded liy a thud of lye, and all from the 
Same field A forest of apple and pear trec^», the finest m Sivitzcrland, 
and several leagues in extent, bears ample testimony to the qualities of soil 
and climate by which this district is so eiranenlly favoured Some of these 
trees severally yield an annual product of from sixt} to a hundred busliels, 
which, converted to cider, arc valued at five or six louiv^or 

Agneulturc, wilhm the last twenty jears, has made great progress, and 
CxToorcd bv the Abbey of Krcutilmghen, — ^which acts upon the system of rural 
eeonDjnv so successfully introdured by M Fcllcnberjr, — it promises to cany that 
noble art to a degree of pcrfecuon hitherto unknown in Switzerland 

The roanofacturcs, with the exception of the silk nulls at Frauenfe’d, are 
the same as those already stated in St. Gall The haen and cambne of 
Thurgau, tliough slightly depreciated since the mlroduction of cotton, are still 
in high wtimslion, and fetch better pnees in the market than any yet produced 
by their neighbours.

Tlie Cathedral is a gorgeous structure, and m style and decoratior, clnrac 
tenstic of the tunes in wluch it was built The pulpit is supported bj a statue 
of the heresiarch, as Huss was designated by his persecutors, and the spot 
where he received sentence is marked by a brass plate, inserted into a fiat 
stone of extraordinary dimensions 

Several convents still fiourishwitbm and beyond the city walls, and along the 
shores of the lake, the sound of whose matin and >esper bells associates well 
■with tbe place The Pranuscan Convent, m n turret of which Huss was at first 
immured, is now a deserted rum The Dominican Convent, to which he was 
afterwards conveyed, when a cell above groimd appeared too great an indulgence 
for a denounced heretic, is also a desecrated nun, being only used for the purpose 
of a dying and stamping manufactory But every object around forcibly contrasts 
Its original splendour and destination, with its present desertion, profanation 
and gloom The epitaph of the classic and enlightened Chrysolora — who, hke 
many others, died, and was buned here during the time of the Council — still 
speaks from the wall in elegant l^atm hexameters, the production of ^neas 
Sylvius • He was a man of distinguished leammg and piety, and contributed

Although its shores have acquired no 
peculiar associitions from having been the residence of genius — the propitious 
retreat of poets and philosophers — the scenes, nevertheless, in which its Swiss 
and Swabian confines abound, are full of mingled beauty and sublimity, and 
such as, even after a survey of the inland cantons, cannot fad to secure admirers. 
At suA'Set, the evening lUummation is splendid—equal, in many instances, to 
that witnessed from Geneva, Lausanne, and the Jura—

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source of profit, has given a triumphant answer to the question The numerous 
barges vrhich formerly issued from the hay of Rorshach, like ft fleet, have now 
“ taken in sail,” and crumble m the very harbour to whicli tliey were once a 
source of annual ptospcnly On the opposite side of the lake, sunounded by 
luxuriant vineyards, ore the picturesque nlhge nnd palace of rnedenchshafen, 
where the present king of TVurtemberg generally spends Ins villcgiatura 
Among the many beautiful seats m wluch his temtory abounds, there js nothing 
more beautiful than this. During three summers spent m professional 
attendance upon the present king, (white duke of Clarence,) at the court of the 
late queen dowager of ‘Wurtemberg, the ivntcr hns often heard described the 
beauties of rnedcnclvsbafcn, and “ tanghcn*Argbcn*8 leafy shore — beauties 
which, it appears, are still appreciated by their royal patron, who is justly 
esteemed one of the most enlightened soicrcigns in Europe 
The immediate viamty of Constance commands many delicious points of 
view , but that which tid.e3 m most, and from which all appear to advantage, 
18 the terrace in front of the chdlcau of Wolfsberg, on the road to TVmtertliour, 
and now in the possession of a gallant Colonel, one of Napoleon's officers 
Having escaped the many chances of war— and last, not least, the horrors of a 
Russian chmate, he retired mtli hts wife and family to this beautiful and romantic 
retreat. Here, to euUven that sebtude which the habits of a military life might 
oihenvise find irksome, he receives a limited number of boaidets— pnncipally 
ladies and gentlemen, whom the pursuit of health or relaxation has attracted to 
these romantic shores — all of whom speak in the highest terms of the soldier host 
and his lady The Duchess de St Ijeu, ex queen of Holland, has also a hand 
some villa m the immediate neighbourhood and to her Joir^ei the colonel and 
his domestic circle are often invited — a arcumstance which, considering the 
intellectual character of the duchess, contributes not a httle to the pleasure of a 
summer residence at the "Wolfsbcrg *

As no bones of elephants or mastodons have been tbscOTCicd in ibc strata, and 
-IS the plants and animals for the most part resemble cxisUng species, it is reason 
able to bcbci e that tbc mean temperature of this part of the globe bad considera 
bl) dimimsbed, and that the country round QZninghen could no longer support 
the plants and animals of tropicai climates Tlie organic remains found in 
these qu-imes consist of quadrupeds, birds, a vast number of fishes, reptile^, 
injects, and innumerable plants Tor a considerable time, human skeletons 
were also supposed to be found here m a state of pctnfaction, but wire after 
wards ascctloined by Cuvier to belong to the aquatic salamander— an animal 
nearly resembling the lizard in form, about four feet in length— a specimen of 
which la now in the Bntiah Museum Mr Murchison, who lately Msited these 
quarries, brought home the entire skeleton of a fossil fox, and has communicated 
the result of his obsersations in a paper of deep interest, and curious deductions 
Tlie strata of CEninghen may be regarded as posterior to many of the bed-v or 
accumulations of clay, sand, and gravel, ui Cngland, and other countries, that 
contain the remains of elephants hippopotami, and other inhabitants of uarm 
regions These alluvial beds, together with vast tracts of moveable sand, cover 
no small portion of our present continent, and may be considered as the loose 
vestments of the globe* 

The canton of Scliafiliausen is one of the smallest, and distinguisbed the 
twelfth in rank of the Swiss confederation The surface is interspersed with 
numerous hills and monticles — the highest not exceeding one thousand two 
hundred feet above the Rhine — and possesses many excellent vmeyards, all 
more or less celebrated for their wme, particularly the red, which in addition 
to agriculture, is a principal soorce of industry, and by the quantity annually 
exported, contributes largely to the public revenue The population, amounting 
to thirty five thousand, or nearly so, is distributed into twenty four classes, and 
the great council into sixty four metnbets, who exercise sovereign autbontv 
The executive department is confided to the lesser council, composed of twenty- 
four members, chosen from the former Tlie cantonal flag is black a nd green , 
the established contingents four hunored and sixty-six m men, and nme thousand

three hundred and twenty seven francs m mop^ The sources of revenue are siht 
and cotton manufacture, establishments for the dying and printing of cotton cloths, 
tanneries, the produce of the soD, wheat, wme, cherry-water — all of which for 
home or foreign consumption, give an air of commercial activity to the town, and 
secure a profitable return The duties on merchandize are also a fertile source of 
public emolument The canton is Protestant, and the clerical department subject 
to a synod, which meets every spring, under a moderator, the mmister of the 
cathedra], where members from the lesser council are also in attendance Tlie 
principal churches ate those of All Saints, and St John — the latter, one of the 
largest m Switzerland On the great bell belongmg to the first, is this 
inscription — 

ViroBroeo mortaoB phngo fulgura fraaga. ‘ 

The town possesses an excellent college, with nine professors, and affords every 
facility for the acquisition of the elegant, as vrdl as useful branches in science 
and literature Several penodicals, cooducted by able and well informed 
editors, diffuse a taste for literature and the fine arts , and the society of the 
place includes many individuals of elegant and enLgblened minds Among 
several others of distinction, the celebrated liistonan, Muller, svns a native of 
tins town, tshich is still more recently distinguished as the birth place, 
and field where the learned and patriotic Jetzeller so cnunentl> displaced his 
virtues and talents Vanous societies for the encouragement of letters, os well 
as Olliers for the cuUnation of music and objects of taste, give a lively and 
intellectual character to the evening parties while the winter season brings 
its fair proportion of balls and concerts 

But WB turn from the mere artificial scenes of hfc to that stupendous feature 
m the natural world — the Falls of Scbafllisuscn, which Iiavc attracted, from time 
mimcmorial. and will continue to attract, so manj mynads of piJgnms

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boilmt' over a rocky channel, forms what may he termed a succession of rapids 
Gradually acquiring strength vath its speed, and descending — at first in a broad 
verdant sheet, till, whitemng by degrees into foaming impetuosity, it bursts 
at last in three distmct branches over a precipice, upwards of eighty feet in 
height, and presents the most sublime spectacle in Switzerland The best 
moment for witnessing tbis phenomenon m all its grandeur, is about sunset, in 
the month of July The volume of water is then at the lughest , and the 
usual stillness of the hour, and deepening hue of twilight, conspire m a wonderful 
degree to heighten the effect Then the cataract seems to rush from the sky 
hke an avalanche — filhng the air with whirlwinds of vapour, and stimmng the 
ear with the thunder of its fall At that hour the foam is of dazzhng whiteness , 
clouds of drizzhng vapour incessantly form and vamsh away , the ever boiling 
vortex, of the basin, into which the vast body of water is precipitated 
represents a storm in miniature, the trees, and rocks, and precipices, agitated 
by the continual shock imparted to the atmosphere, and that deep unslackenmg 
roar in which the voice of a Stentor seems hushed into the whisper of “ o sick 
girl," impart sensations which it is difficult to explain, and impossible for any 
spectator to forget Should the full moon nse as an accompaniment upon the 
scene, the whole becomes changed, nu^^mfied, and improved, under its magic 
influence , and every succeeding hour presents the sublime spectacle under 
some new and more imposing aspect The moment at wluch, perhaps, the 
greatest number of circumstances combine to exhibit the cataract in its unriialled 
magnificence, is a htUe after midnight Then, Nature seems to have but one 
\oicc, to which the hushed and solitary ear of man listens in profound awe, 
while the flashing of the foam clothes every surrounding object in meteoric 
lustre 

At sun nse, also, the scene is different, but only in the hues, not in the degree, 
of Its magnificence Then —

The isolated rocky pillars, by which tlie river i» divided into a triple fall, 
seem as entirely cut off from all social intcrcoursfi ivilh the shores opposite as if 
the latter were some inaccessible point in the Alps Tliey arc coiered with 
green bushes, and were some lime since colonized witli rabbits, wluch certainly 
have nothing to fear, ab exlemo, proinlcd supplies last, and population docs not 
exceed the temtorj These rocks nse to a considerable height, and present, 
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severally, the appearance of a bold flood gate, through which the river, split 
into three brandies, rushes with inconceirable impetuosity The contrast also 
IS striking , and, with the shrubs, and plants, and flowers, and the colony 
already mentioned, they loot like arks in the deluge, charged ivith the preset 
lation of animal and vegetable bfe — but a deluge whose waters never subside 
Previously to the disruption of its great natural bamer, the whole valley 
hetwixt this and Zellersee must have been a continued lake Of this the lake 
of Constance and quames of CEninghen afibrd abundant evidence m the fact, 
that, by the outlet, their waters had sufiered a dinunution of several hundred 
feet in depth The violent mechamcal action of so vast a body of water, for 
an incalculable lapse of ages, has no doubt greatly dinunisbed the height of 
the fdl but, from the facts stated, it would appear that the embankment 
through which the Rhine forced its way, formed ongmally a transverse ndge 
as high as the present chateau of Lauflen 

The effect of this frU depends not upon its height — for in that respect it is 
infenor to many others in Switzerland— but upon the vast body of nate*’, which 
descending in tremeodoos broken masses, frilly establishes its claim as the most 
lemarkable phenomenon of the kind in Eurc^e The falls of Term, though 
often contrasted with this, are of a different description , and, from the scenery 
and associations, as well as the volume and picturesque variety r^hich they 
exhibit, possess attractions essentially distinct from those of l^auffen, where the 
presiding features arc grandeur and sublimity 

In descending from the cliff, which overhangs the fall, the path leads to a 
scaffolding, on which the visitor, with less risk of suffocation than at Niagara, 
may pass to a certain extent behind the curtain, and enjoy the sublime sabs 
facbon, as it maj be termed, of standing with a shppery plank betwixt him 
and eternity, and exclaim with Clarence, m his dream,

If the prraaple of life, a principle that seems to animate all around, be one 
of the causes of the effect, (as Dr hlacculloch* has well observed,) wluch 
a cataract produces on the mind, not a little also is owing to that image of 
eternity which its never beginning never-ending flow conveys Nor is that the 
rtemity of the nver alone, which flows and will flow on till tune is no more, 
but eiery moment is a moment of power and effort , and every succeeding effort 
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sally forth to make the circuit of cunositj, and another return, groatl) delighted 
with the prospect of— dinner. Here, lazily seated upon the hcncli, in their 
half minstrel, half marauder umfonn, a jtoss^ of Swabian students keep up « 
cloud of smohe from pipes, idmost as long as the spears of their forefathers. 
Artists, seated, or standing hy the waters edge, nro husil) occupied vu the 
semce of their portrohos, and seem to look, upon the donjon lower m the 
centre of the stream, with its fleet of harges, as a fivountc point Couriers, 
too, arnie and depart in such “hot liastc,” os if the balance of Europe sat 
upon their spurs Here and lliere, also, straggling pilgnms, waiting for some 
boat to waft them to the other extremity of the lake, on their pious errand 
to Einsiedcln, contrast xvell inih the mere pleasure hunting groups among whom 
thej stand, with their “ scalloped liat, and sandal shoon,’ they look like the 
hemgs of another sphere Among the smokers, the \nne of Zurich begins at 
length to cvtculato freely, and to loosen those cords of speccli, which the solemn 
pipe had previously held m subjection , and now the volubihtj is truly extraor- 
dinary— some talking— others vociferating a fa\ounle mr—

In the mean time, another Conner has occasioned a fresh bustle of preparation 
in the hotel, and vs succeeded by the amval of a carnage— not vvith that rapid 
reckless haste by wluch so many think they insure consequence, and command 
respect— but in so measured and slow a pace, indeed, as to excite apprebensions of 
some recent accident The door of the barouche was opened, and a lady anxiously 
handed out, was supported into the house Hereupon inquiries immediately 
followed, if a certain physician, then named, was in the house The demand cir- 
culated in a few minutes m the doctors ear, and m less than fiie more he was 
seated at the couch of the stnnger The lady was young, and, as far as perceptible 
through a thick veil, hex features were heauUful , but, after the oriental fasluon, 
her hand alone was visible, and held out with a land of incoherent expression, 
that the physician would do has duty Previously, however, he endeai onred 
to learn from her female attendmt the probable cause and date of the malady , 
but hi3 questions were either evaded, or answered unsatisfactonly , so that 
he was left to couyecture, and the adoption of his own resources The latter 
were instantly apphed— powerful depletion, and other remedial measures, seemed 
to have done wonders, and the violent excitement under winch she laboured 
had evidently given way to the treatiiKnt adopted Ahont midnight, however, 
her attendant most imprudently, and, perhaps, through ignorance, put into 
her hands a letter, the perusal of which seemed to have recalled all the symptoms 
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The les»=r council, formed of twenty fire members, is cl arged mlh the execuUve 
aothonly , and th- thirteeii judge, of tie court of oprol. who decide all capita! 
qurttioo,, are elected 6om the body of the grand counal In every prefecture, 
or provmoal jonsdiction, a magistrate, with the title of prefelt is the govern 
ment Tspie'sentativc 

The established religion is that of the Protestant church The clergy, mth 
th“ exception of the communes of Dielihon and Bhtnnau, are go>eined hy a 
^ynod, consisting of ten chap ers At this assembly, which meets every autumn, 
the minister of Zurich presides as moderator During their dehberations, 
varons memhets of the government are aliO present , and all aflairs relating to 
church disciplme, are entruated to a committee 'elected firom the body of the 
clergy Both in the capital, and at WmletthoiiT, all the establishments relating to 
puhhc instruction are ably and judiciously conducteiL At Zurich, theology, 
law, and medicine, are ably taught, and every other hianch ot science and 
philoli^ cultivated with industry and success The country «chools are now on 
an excellent footing, and have greatly mcreased in number and importance The 
phv'ioans and suxgeaos of the canton, many of them men of profound skill 
and esteanve ohservatioo, form themselves mto a society, which meets tince 
a year, and by thai professional and friendly mteicouise, conlnhute most mate- 
nallj to the advancement of sacuce, and the promotion of the god like art. 

The descent upon Zurich, as the road ivinds gently towards the nver, is 
particularly fine, and the prominent objects brought successively into view, 
seem to vary their relative positions as we advance Of thes", the commanding 
feature is the cathedral, whose twm towers, overlooking the city, are the 
fir«t to greet the traveller on his approach Here the Limmat, gashing from 
the Uke in a broad and impetuous 'tieam, is bridged over by a wide and 
commodious platform, where the buyers and sellers meet in Ixiendly intercourse, 
and the vanous merchandize attests Qie number of purchasers and activity of 
the market- The scarlet boddice, laced and trinimed with black — the full white 
sleeves, high dress to the neck, 'hort particoloured petticoat, and black coiffure, 
with an orange or enmson band across the crown, announce the peasant maids 
of Zurich , while the huge hempeD culottes, coarse homespun doublets, and 
b^d bmmned hats, proclaim their tnstic lords Here the front of the Hotel de 
1 x.pee bears evidence to the great infliiz of strangers who every season com 
mence th» tour of Switzerland at this point. There stand several English 
c^nages— two just amred, others on the road— and each fitted up with all 
the luxurv and convenience that can possibly wait upon locomotive lords, and 
'"reT? ‘lumber after the fatigue of s gbt^eeing There, a party 
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m their most aggravated form Disguise was now impossible , and the physici 
dis«jrer«d, m the Hushed features and wild expression of h^ patient, a Jadj who 
two jears prenouslv, he had met at one of the pet^ courts of Germanj — th 
the object of general enw ard adulation — the ohsened of all ohseners No 
moment was to he lost , for every moment now gave strength to the malat 
and weakened the resources of art Two of the pnnapal phvsiaans of t 
place, both eclehratcd m the pro&vs on, lent their able and zealous assistanc 
h it certain symptoms, on which it is here unnecessary to dwell, threw out 
fearful prosmostic of the issue Another day passed, and the malady had gam 
ground, hut as tlie physiaan <at by the couch at midnmht, endeavouring 
soothe those symptoms wluch no skill could subdue, the door suddenly opene 
and a tall stranger entered Casting aside his military cloak, and pizing for i

Cut as the character of our prc<eat work ooes not admit of a more parttculs 
detail of the incidents that followed, we may briefly state, th^t the physiaa 
soon lost sight of his patient — but hi> pati"nt, on rc.crossmg the Rhine, becam 
the bnde of one whos" ancient chdteau overlooks the Danube , and where- 
deflated in her deep-laid «cheme of prevention — the mar plot “ Dowager ha

It IS impossible fur any one, possessing a taste for the beautie of Nature 
to enter Zurich or its environs, without feelings of admiration From what 
ever point we arrive in this delicious region, the beautv, though varying u 
degree, is always pOwihve — always sinking and pjcture«que Built at thi 
northern extremity of the lake— divided by the limp d waters of the lammat— 
encircled by bills and acchvities — ^here mantled with nnes, and there mas'i 
ivitli forests, sprinkled with " campagnes,” and ennehed with thnnng yiHage"!, 
the fcene is hiH of ammatiOD, and, on further acquaintarce, keeps to the mmtl 
the promise it made to the eye 

Did our space sofier us to particuianze, Zurich and its environs would 
Certainly afford an apologv tor digression, for, m addition to the bcantr of its 
existing scenery, there is a jieculur pleasure resulting from associatiors 
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to BuUingcri by Lady Jane Grey, tbe martyr princess—*' raartjT to the selfish 
ambition of some, and to tbe revengeful bigotry of others; ^vhosc talents and 
vlttues Vfcro just permitted to display themselves, and then withdrawn from 
a ivorld not worthy of them” — 

" Qm rit »aM cOTatAivt maux a touffi-tU I*" 

The hospitals arc amply endowed, and superintended by men of distinginshed 
talents and humanity The poor, and their otLpring, arc satisfactonly provided 
for by salutary employment; while the aged, the sick, and destitute, are 
severally maintained at tbe charge of the state, and liberally supplied with the 
necessaries of life, the means of health, and tbe blessings of education and religion. 
BuhUe granaries ate always kept well fumisbed, from which, in tbe event of 
dearth, or a bad harreat, the poor arc supplied at a rate so low as to neutralize 
tbe pinching effects of scaraty. The great benefits resulting from this pro- 
vident attention on the part of government, have been duly felt and acknow- 
ledged, and mutated by most of the paternal governments in the confederacy, 
whose maxim, Uke that of all wise and prudent magistrates, is to provide for 
war in time of peace, and in plenteous harvests for the winter of scarcity;

The Arsenal displays abundant resources in the art of modem warfare, and 
abundant lehcs, also, of every thing by which the ancient fathers of the state 
made themselves terrible to their opponents Two-handed swords, ponderous 
battle-axes, iron maces, clubs, halberts, match-locks, plate and chain armour, 
comprise the weapons with which, and against which, they fought; while 
trophies and trappings, worn by the highest orders of knighthood only, hear 
testimony to the quality of the vanquished. The cross-bow of TeE, though 
confirmed by tradition as the identical bow of the great liberator, is, probably, 
(with reverence be it spoken !) only a bow of contemporaneous manufacture , 
yet will we affirm, after careful and much manual examination, tliat this same 
CTOss-bow 13 as truly tbe cross-bow of Tell, as that the bones,* so long v enerated

The Orphan Asylum, one of the many mstitutioos that do speaal honour 
to this patriotic goremment, denres much addiDonal interest from the circum 
stance of its having been under the pastoral care of the celebrated Lavater 
The Agncultuial Society, to whose labours the whole Confederacy, and the neigh 
bourmg states, are so much indebted, still contmues its active and praiseworthy 
exertions, and has been the means of improvement m every department of rural 
economy Various other societies, all founded on the be«t prmciples, are here 
An a flourishing condition, and severally ofler the most pleasing testimony m 
favour of the people, and the truly noble objects to which they aspire • What 
Voltaire once said of this conntiy, may be now apphed to it with still greater

At the close of the last century, the canton was snccesavely occupied by the 
Austnans, Russians, and French On the last occasion, when a decisive 
victory placed Zurich, and Us territory, under the protection of the latter, the 
town and suburbs were occupied by the army under Jfassena, whose stnct 
disciphce, and rigorous exercise of his duties as a general, prevented much of 
the disastrous consequences that might otherwise have ensued, for, on the veiy 
morning of the battle, a fete was preparmg in honour of the antiapated amval 
of Suwaroff, at which the French most unexpectedly assisted , while the army 
of Kurzahofi' was driven, in total discomfiture, beyond the frontier But

elthough sufTcring little from plunder, Zurich sustained, on the same day, 
an irrepatahle loss m the death of two of her most distinguished citizens— the 
amiahle and ingenious Latatcr, nnd the (nhuiic Irminguen Tlie former — 
while under the portico of St Peters church of ivliich he Aras pastor, and in 
the act of mediation helnecn an infuriated French soldier nnd a friend, nhosc 
life was in jeopardy — rcccned the tlirust of a bayonet, uhich proicd fatal in the 
course of a few hours 

Mistahen, as it nas supposed, for an ofTiccr in the French semce from the 
blue dress he wore, Irminguen was massacred hj a partj of Russians, in his 
own garden, and thus, hy the death of two excellent men, Zurich oflered a 
melancholy sacnlice, both to the conqueror and tlie conquered 

Of the emarons of Zunch, all travellers umte m terms of admiration , but 
the finest pomts from which the picture is to be taken, arc unquestionably 
those on the road to Thahryl, and from the Albis It was the scenerj around 
Zurich, and the beauties of its lake, that first inspired the Idjlls of the immortal 
Gessner The lake, sweeping along its nchl) cultivated shores, and rcfiecting 
m its waters almost innumerable villas and hamlets, with tbcir sacred spires, 
presents a scene of proverbial attractions, and such as no other pact, e^en of 
Switzerland, can present * Kever, says Zimmerman, can I recall the sublime 
and magnificent scenes which I have her© enjoyed in the company of my fhend 
Lavater, without the most sensible emotion Here, durmg the fine season, 
we have ascended the terrace of the house — the house m which be was bom 
and educated — and whichever way we turned our eyes, walking or sitting, 
felt with Brydone, that, m proportion as we are raised above the habitations 
of men, all low and grovelling sentiments are left behind , and that the soul, on 
approaching the ethereal regions, shakes off its earthly affections, and contracts 
something of their invariable purity In one view we mclude the city of Zunch 
— the luxuriant country in which it is enbosomed — the lucid expanse of its 
lake — the distant mountams blhng their glacier summits to heaven, and as 
we gazed on the scene, felt a delicious tranquillity stealing upon our hearts 
and harmomzmg eiery feeling At Richterschwyl, a village situated on the 
margin of the lake, where two projecting pomts of land form a natural bay of

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nearly half a league, is a scene still more enchanting than that conunanded by 
the house of Laratcr On the opposite shore, vanegated with pleasant hills, 
ennched with vuiejartls, com fields, groves, meadows, and orchards, and animated 
with hamlets, villas, and cottages, nature and art have conspired to form a picture 
of inimitable beauty Stretching from east to south, and rising as it recedes, 
a ivide and magnificent amphitheatre — ^such as few artists have had the boldness 
to attempt, save m detached portions — opens upon the stranger like the prospect 
of a new Eden The new towards the higher part of the lake, presents a 
succession of small piomontones, insulated points, like floating islands, the 
town of Rapperschwyl, and its renowned bridge Beyond these, the valley 
extends m the form of a crescent, while on the fore-ground, a peak of land 
gradually swells into a beautiful senes of hills Behmd these is a range of 
mountains, massy with verdant forests, mterspersed with villages, and detached 
dwellings Still further, the niajestie Alps, toirenng over one another, shut 
m the scene, and exhibit in their shattered precipices the alternate hues of 
silver and opal The village of Richterschwyl itself is enhowered in ordiards, 
and fertile pastures, while shadowy pine forests overhang it from above Plea 
<ant serpentine walks, shaded by trees, and<ceated by flowering «hrubs, wind 
along the margin of the lake— some from village to ullage— and others crossing 
the summits of the hills Struck with the subhme and beautiful scenery which 
every where surrounds him, the traveller often pauses to indulge the pleasure 
of silent contemplation, and to exclaim— These are thy works, Almighty Father > 
— these the tokens of thy bounty to fallen man ’ 

^Vhat adds greatly to the enjoyment of the scene, is, that every foot of ground 
is in crop, or under cultivation — every band usefidly and profitablj employed 
Through the gardens of the house, and close beneath the chamber of Dr Hotze — 
the medical fnend to whom Zimmerman so feelingly alludes — runs a pure and 
limpid stream, on the opposite side of which, at an agreeable distance, js tie 
high road where numerous bands of pilgrims are every day passing towards 
the shnne of Duuiedeln During the silence of night, if you approach the 
chamber vnndows, or walk through the gardens of tins enchanting retreat, aou 
hear, during the awful sleep of nature, the chiming of the nllage docks— the 
*>liri]l prodamatjon of the watchmen — the warbbngs of some sobtary flute, 
interrupted now and then by the baying of tlie faithful house-dog on the opposite 
shores Then, •'hould tlie moon rise with ondouded beam from the eastern 
summits, the whole *cene undergoes an almost magical transmutation— the 
silvering of the waters surface gradually lengthens into a long streak — the 
nppling of oars u heard — boats approach in darkness — but as they enter the

light, till another strobe from the ro\\crs carries them past the bright line of 
demarcation, and the sound fades awaj upon the car And now—

Among manj delightful ctcurstons made durnig n summer’s residence in a 
httle \illa opposite the gardens at the junction of the Limmat and Sdil, there 
are few to which we revert with more pleasure than to those made to the castle 
of Mannecb Here, according to tradition, Roger Plants, the “ generous and 
brave,’ entertamed the sons of chivalry and song, and by lus hcartj bospitahtj 
opened a fresh Hippocrenc to the troubadours of the Rhine The new from 
this point 13 charming, a small solitary and romantic spot, watered by a foun- 
tain, seems as if consecrated to the memory of the gallant knight , and, although 
but n wreck, enough of the castle yet remains to keep ahve a feeling of romance 
m Its favour. Nature has not grown old, the scene on which they so often 
dwelt snth poetic fervour, seems ever in its prime, and e\er attracting new 
admiration But when we ask, where is the good Roger Planes, and where 
hia guests ’ an echo answers, “ 'Where ? ’ And so it is ivjth nearly all the proud 
and lordly castles which once, to the number of twenty-one, encircled the lake 
of Zurich Their fate illustrates the anom, that at every step totvards freedom, 
a feudal tower falls to the ground 

But as our limits do not permit our entering upon the numerous and highly 
interesting epochs lu which the town and canton of Zurich have shone so 
conspicuous, we must refer our readers to works mote purely historical, md now 
proceed to select a few of the more pTominent features on the Aar

The canton of Aargau, raised to the condiUonof an independent state in 1798, 
and holding the fifteenth rank in the Confederation, is one of the largest and

most productive territories m Smtzaland Tlie inhabitants, about one hundred 
and fifty thousand, are divided into two hundred and seventy-six communes, 
twelve of which are small towns, and consist of Protestants and Cathohcs, of 
whom the former have a majority of about ten thousand, and neatly one thousand 
eight hundred Jews, who inhabit the villages of Bndigen and Lengnau The 
people are all of German extraction, laborious in their habits, but much swayed 
by ancient prejudices, and tinctured with superstition TJie natural fertility 
of the sol], and mildness of chmate, are highly favourable to the pursuits of 
agriculture, by which they are enabled to send considerable quantities of wheat to 
market The system of irrigation here adopted, is uncommonly successful The 
vme IS extensively cultivated, and affords a wine of superior quahty — ^particu- 
larly in the neighbourhoods of Baden and Schintznach Fruit and vegetables 
are also abundant, cheap, and in great vanety The manufacture of silk and 
cotton, working of the iron mines, with the navigation and fishing on the Aar 
and Rhine, axe the pnncipal sources of employment for those of the population 
who are not engaged la the farms At Arau, Zofingen, Lenzbourg, and the 
adjoining valleys, extensive fictones have been established, at which numerous 
hands find constant employment In the interior, commercid intercourse is 
greatly facilitated by excellent roads, and fairs regularly held at stated times 
and places , that at Zurzacb, i$ one of the most commercial and best attended 
m Switzerland 

Aiau, the capital, is divided into eleven districts, and forty-eight circles 
No distinctive privileges are recc^iuzed the chief council, vested with sovereign 
power, and consisting of Protestants and Cathohcs, in equal proportion, is 
composed chiefly of the representatives elected by the people Only a third of 
the members are elected by the council itself, which has the privilege of choosing 
from its own number a president, with the title of bmgomaster The lesser 
council, with eiecutiTe power, and the court of appeal, are each composed of 
thirteen members Every district is under the magistenal authority of a 
prefect, appointed bj government, and every circle, under that of a justice of 
the peace The pubhc revenues — upwards of a milhon and a half of francs, 
arc neaify exhausted 6y tie annuaf expenditure, iut promise to iecoirre ororif 
more considerable * 

The refonned cleigy, under the direction of an ecclesiastical court, are divided

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The town of Biclen is of great local and histoncal interest. It was strongly 
fortified bj' tlic Homans, and, dunng^ the middle ftges, its ancient castle 
became celebrated as the llocL of Baden Here, the emperor Albert denounced 
Tengcance against the conf<.derates who had shaken off his yoke , and here were 
concerted tlie battles of hlorgartcn and Scmpach. In 1415, when Hake Fredenck 
of Austria was put under ban of the empire, and a crusade preaclied against

Having so 
long tivtcd the sweets of oulhontj, he was resolved not to resign it at die 
summons of a bind of peasants, but colloctin" a powerful annv, and attended 
by a bnlliant ret nuc of kiiisnicn and cobles of ha court, inarched into the 
lemlory of Avipau Amongst tic numl‘"r of lus immediate alttnlints, was 
his nej hew and m vrd — John, duke of Swal is — from whom, to check ami ilion 
or to wcun- dependence, he had long ptm^ted in withholding Its pvtemsl 
uhentmcc Tliu WTon though dc*|lv felt, was scrupulouiK conecvlcxl an 1 
iihn Ir npened into deadly rancour On Ui- first of Mar, iJ c emperer rcsunied 
hu march from Ba’-m, and the fatal opportunity p't-*rntmg itwlf as they 
croiied the Ileuis, near Wndisch, tie tlulc br a deadly thni<', plimgcil hii 
spear into the neck of his roral kinsman. cxc*-dmuig— “ *50011 are the w«-cs 
of nyus’iee'" The b’lw was fol'owrd l> o*lr*^ frosi t) i>ie j« l^sgue vriJi 
hi i RuJcIf, Knij,’ l of Balm, liansSTes! the boJr with I t linee, whJe 
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Walter of Esclienbacla gave tte fihisliing stroke by cleaving Ids skull. The 
others of the imperial retinue, struck motionless, and horrified at tlie spectacle, 
coiild neither apprehend nor puni^ the assassins. Recovering at length their 
presence of mind— but consulting only their personal safety— they fled precipi- 
tately from the scene, and left the murdered sovereign to expire in the arms 
of a poor woman who happened to he on the spot. 

“ A pe&sant gul that ro;al bead upon her bosom laid, 

And shrinking not for woman’s dread, the face of death lurreyed. 

Alone she aat — from tuU and wood red sank the moumrul sun , 

Past gushed the fount of noble blood— treason its norst had done I 
With her long hair she vainly pressed the wounds, to stanch their tide — 

Unknown, on that meek bumble breast, imperial Albert died! ’* 

Such was the universal horror with which even the minds .of Ids firiends 
were struck at the knowledge of this atrocious crime, that the parricide, und 
his associates, were suffered to wander about and perish without assistance, 
as jf the curse of every human being followed ,thcir steps. The gates of Zurich 
were shut against them ; and even the Waldstetten, against whom the emperor 
had denounced such heavy vengeance, magnanimously shrank £ropi harbouring 
his assassins.'!' 

In the mean time, in conjunction with lus widow, the empress Elizabeth, 
Ecopold, duke of Austria, and Agnes, queen of Hungary— children of Albert, 
offered fearful sacrifices to his manes. In gratifying a blind, insatiable spirit of 
revenge, they slew the innocent along with the guilty, and, converting the 
slightest suspicion to a sentence of death, rioted in blood. Agnes, as if 
actuated by the very demon of revenge, caused numerous castles to he burnt to 
the ground; and, on one occasion, while the blood of sixty-tlirec l.nights was 
flowing at her feet, exclaimed, in ccstasj-, “ Now am I bathing in inay-dew !” 

Prostrate at the feet of tlus royal hyena, the lady of Rudolf, Baron Von der 
Wart, implored the life of her husband; but her tears and shrieks of despair 
—his own protestations of innocence, and absence of all proof, availed her 
nothing. Rudolf was broken on the wheel, and exposed, while yet alive, to 
be. davanxiyl b^ xukujccv. huOl bwU of vw-y. 'j.Ww ViR to wp ' 

the rack, and writhing under the pangs of a lingering death, words of undying 
affection continued to drop from Ws hps; and were caught by his heart* 
broken consort, ns she knelt and prayed in agony nt tbo foot of ibe scaffold 
till the list drops of existence were wrung from lus tortured heart.

Kaiserstuhl, the ancient Porum Tibcni, nnd onothcr of the numerous lint 
points of view m this canton, is built at the foot of the mountain — its ualls 
washed bj the Uhine — and, till 1817, communicated with the opposite bank b} 
a bridge, winch was swept do^Tn by the inundations of that jear. It is sur- 
rounded by a country of com and wine, and m point ol situation is superb 
Lauflenburg is chiefly remark able for the cataract of that name, where the 
boats descending the Rhine arc lowered by means of ropes, and thus continue 
their course tlirough the rapids with safety Here, m December 1795, the 
present Duchess d'Angoultme rested sereril hours, after the cxclnngt of state 
prisoners, which placed her— -"the orphan daughter of a martyTcd Ime' — 
under the protection of Austria It is the scene of various adientures and 
catastrophes. In this town, as above stated, the migistrates of Brugg "ere 
imprisoned by Falkenstein, till the escape of Kufler from one of its windows 
led to their release 

Rheinfelden, once so strong m its natural position and fortiflcations, was 
dismantled by the French in I7M , and, during the previous wars, had suffered 
many disasters But the strvtagem by which it was taken possession of by 
Grunenberg, in 1448, is probably less known Tins nobleman — to whom 

Austna, os an indemnification for tbc destruction of his castle, bad given the 
town of Rhemfelden without consulting the good wiD of the inhabitants — entered 
into compact with Rechherg and Falkenstein, (the incendiary of Aarau, and 
author of the midnight massacre at Bnigg,) to gam the place by stratagem 
Accordingly, on a Sunday morning of November tlie same year, a barge of 
considerable burden, winch had descended the Rhine laden with wood, armed 
during divine service, and dropt anchor in front of the town On board of this 
vessel were several men, seemingly peasants, dressed in long grey frocks, who gave 
out that they vVere on their return from a pilgrimage to Einsiedeln, and only 
intended to halt a few hours in the town for refreshment Thus admitted, 
under the sacred character of devotees, they passed the gates , but no sooner 
was this step accomplished, than they threw off their frocks, and appeared in 
full armour The panic occasioned by such momentary transfonnation paralysed 
resistance They rushed upon the guard house, struck down or disarmed the 
sentinels, despatched the tax gatlierers, and spread consternation tlirou'^h tlie 
street At the same moment one hundred and twenty of their associates sprang 
from beneath the Umber with which the barge was seemingly laden, and rushed 
through the gate to support their comrades The unarmed and terrified citizens 
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fled, or fell under tlie merciless swords of the assassms The altars were crowded 
with despairing votaries — the shrieks of women — the screams of chfldren — 
the peals of the tocsm — and the ^outs and execrations of the robhers, formed 
an awful contrast with the matm service m which the peaceable inhabitants 
had just been engaged. Staggered by the sudden irmption of armed brigands, 
the men of the town made no attempts to arrest their progress but, as their 
brothers fell around them, their nerves were restrung — ^hlood called for blood — 
and arming themselves with whatever weapons fell in their way, they rushed 
to the repulse But now the con&ct was necessarily brief for Grunenberg, 
who had lam m ambosh on the landside, suddenly stormed the gate, and, 
throwing sis hundred well armed men into the place, overpowered all resistance, 
and debvered up the town to indiscnnunale carnage and plunder The par- 
ticulars attending this massacre of a defenceless population were of the most 
revolting de«cnption Driven from their dwellings, and plundered of every 
thing valuable, the fsmnies who escaped were received with great humanitv 
at Basle, and lodged in the pabLc hospital and ions Here the cold blooded 
outn^e kmdled such a spmt of mdignation in javour of the Rheinfclden, that 
a strong force was instantly mustered, and marched off to make reprisals, which 
they speedily ejected. At Hestnghen they overtook, and completely routed 
Rcchberg and ralkenstem— recovered a portion of the boe^, and burnt to the 
gronnd several castles which had served as the strongholds of these titled robbers. 
By the treaty of peace which ensued, Rheinfelden was restored to Austria, 
and the nobles, who had now fortified themselves in it, compelled to quit the 
town — a summons, however, which they contrived to evade till every tlung 
valuable had been removed — the doors, windows, and stoves demohshed — and 
nothing left for their socce^ors but the bare walls- 

Continuing our route towards Basle, the frontier hoe is ilanVed by tbe two small 
villages of Augst, covering the right and left banks of the Ergolz, and attracting 
the antiquary by the hi«tojy of their splendid ongm Here stood the capital 
of the Xlauraci — Uie Augusta Kauraconim of Latin auUiors — one of the most 
flounshing Tloman settlements on this side the Alps, and only second, probablj, 
to that of Yindonissa Its situation, at the conflat of the lUiine and Ergolz, 
was peculiarly favourable to mercantile pursuits, and for the maintenantc of 
tliat auihoniy to which the neighbouring country had yicMcd such reluctant 
obedience Time and Iwrbansm, however, have onfortunatelj left ftw monu 
roents ns existing testimony of the luxury to which it bad attained , but cnouc;h 
remains to justifj the received opinion of lU eatl^ importance in the rank of 
atics. Tlie nuns of the ancient amphitheatre were many jears ago converted 
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mto beautiful walks, under the taste and direction of M. Lrenner, ivlio obo 
succeeded m forming a very interesting and extcnsire cabinet of Roman anti- 
quities found on tbe spot Tbo ennrona are fertile and picturesque. 


CITY AND CANTON OF RASLE 

Tub canton of Basle bolds die eleventh station in tbe Helvetic Confedcracj , 
with a territory of ten leagues long by eight brotd The surface of tbe countrv 
u hillj, intersected by rich valleys, and traversed from south-east to north west 
by the Jura. At the restoration of peace, the Congress of Vienna granted 
constdeiable accessions to this canton from the ancient bishopric of Basle 
The population at tlic present time is estimated at obout fift) thousand, in- 
cluding a proportion of about five thousand Cathobes Tbe form of government 
is very similar to ibat of the canton whicli we have just desenbed • It recognizes 
no hereditary titles or pnvileges, but mamtoiss a perfect equality m all that 
relates to pobtical freedom and the admmutration of the laws All cede 
siasUeal oflairs are managed by a synod with a moderator at their head, who has 
the title of Antiates, and in all respects similar — the ofTico of lugh-commissioner 
excepted — to the General Assembly of the Church of Scotland 

Tbe city of Basle, in point of rvtenl and accommodation, might serve as a 
metropolis for the avhole confederacy But the modem population is much 
infenor to its ancient census , and many noble edifices, tbe residence of former 
affluence, are now either deserted, or have been converted to warehouses and 
other purposes very different from their original destination The town itself 
awakens many plensmg associations in the travellers mind As the early 
asylum of letters, and the sanctuary of religious toleration, it enjoys many 
high testimonials , and although so much shrunk from its ordinal nronortmti.y 
has still m its moral and pohtical institutions enough to command respect, and 
interest every philanthropic mqnirer Its pohtical constitution has under gone 
various changes and modifications, accordmg to the inDuence of passinge vents 

At that period of rei olutionary violence which shook and unsettled where 

it did not entirely dissolve — so many of the oldest governments m Europe,

otn to an mdiiTurent face, an interest nliich a more elaborate display irould 
enurcly frustrate. It seems, as far as it extends at least, an apt jllustnUon 
of the ** timplex tnundilnt ” The ladies, nevertheless, show a decided pre- 
ference fop bright colours, and indulge the innocent partiality whenever it is 
not expressly forbidden by the sumptuary Ian . Tlie character of the citizens 
in genera! is that of frank hospitality and a refined tiste 

The square of the cathedral, like its venerable pile,* is a central point of 
attraction, and generally the first to which strangers are conducted. The terrace, 
planted \vitli luxuriant lime and chestnut trees, commands a prospect which, 
although less Alpmo tlian those where we have lately paused, is peculiarly rich m 
every embellishment 'ivhich a long course of prospenty seldom fills to throw over 
the face of a country — more particularly ^whcrc it possesses features hke those of 
Basle, and the grand duchy of Baden But the imposing view which is here 
throivn open by the expanded Rhine — rolling at a depth of two hundred feet 
below the terrace, and presenting a breadth of one thousand three hundred 
feet— excludes more distant objects, and, at first sight at least, absorbs the 
whole attention Numerous boats, and rafts with their bttio isolated coloiues, 
are seen floating with, or pulling against, the stream , others ancliored, loading or 
discharging in the basin , while, along (he banks, Swiss and Swabian, numerous 
villas, gardens, and summer houses, give life to the picture, and pleasing evidence 
of the easy circumstances and oen opulence by nbich the citizens of Basle 
are thus enabled to indulge their love of nature and correct taste 

Next to this, the best new is from the Swabian side of the nver, or from 
the centre of the bridge — the latter pouit is pecubarly fine by moonlight, and 
presents at all times a favourable view of the long margin of grotesque, massy 
buildings — one of which is the principal inn — ^whose bulwarks and balconies 
spring, seenungly, from the bed of the nver, and, in some places, look as if 
they were ready to plunge, witli their evemng groups, into the channel beneath 
In the fine season the fruit and floiver gardens are much frequented by evening 
parties , while others, accompanied with bands of music, spend the tivdight on 
the w-ater, chanting at intervals their native strums of heroism and romance 

The University of Basle, the only institution of that extent m Switzerland, 
enjoys a reputation of long standing m the repubUc of letters Great exertions 
are now in progress to confer upon it a still lugher name, by introducing into

pacific votary of science lias often found shelter and encouragement. The 
names of Bernouilli, Euler, hleclieln, Iselin, Haas, Holbein, and many others, 
have entailed a classic celebnty upon the city which no political change can 
impair. Erasmus, though a native of Holland, resided many years in Basle. 
Wherever hterature and science have been encouraged, they seem to leave a 
halo upon the spot which nothing can remove; — like the site of some venerable 
temple, wliich independent of passing events, and so long as a stone of that 
temple remains — is still sacred ground. 

In waiting through the streets of Basle* the number of fountains is a new 
and pleasmg feature to a stranger; and tbe more so, as it combines utility with 
elegance, and harmonizes well with our ideas of social refinement and its 
consequences— the embelbshments of art. But the town itself, though possess- 
ing many edifices of an imposing exterior, borders too closely upon the territories 
of France and Germany to show much that is peculiarly Swiss in aspect or 
character. In its triple claim, as a sharer in some of the peculiarities of each, 
it exhibits, in manners as in arcbitecture, the ease and gaiety of France with 
the stately, and often sombre, Gothic of Swabia; and presenting the features 
of each in succession, the country to which it belongs seems almost a matter 
of conjecture. It looks hke a stronger lately arrived in a new colony, who, 
although he may have adopted the dress and manners of those among whom 
he has come to reside, wears stiU too much of his old costume to pass for 
a native, and too Httle to be received as an entire stranger. 

Although not equally happy in other points of taste, tlie coiffure, of the 
air portion of the citizens is simple, neat, and becoming. It consists of a 
ow o roa black ribbon, fixed so as to project a little from the crown of 
the head, and allow the vandyked extremiUes to fall half-way down the fore- 
lea . le very rimpheity of this rendem it effective, and communicates.

The suburbs and soil around Basle are particularlj neb and productive , and 
It wou be difficult to point out a situation so well adapted for commercial 
mclustiy. The town is healthy, and, with the aid of its fountains and descent 
low ards the rn cr, is kept remarkably clean and wholesome During the ravages 
• Ole c death, which swept off such multitudes, even from the pure atmo- 
sphere of Switzerland, it sufTcred to a fearful amount The preceding winter 
haimg been unprecedentedly mild, the trees, grass, and fruits, were coiered 
mth venomous worms and caterpillars, and the fields overrun %nth mice On 
the hut nsiution the mortahty continued upwards of twelve montlis, when it 
was checked bj the return of a severe winter 

In a similar pcsulence, introduced, as it was supposed, by merchandize 

from the Levant, earned off four thousand citizens of Bisle, and, penetrating 
I irou„h the mljoming cantons, committed feirful ravages in the towns and 
villages •

standard on the plains of Munchenstem , the frontier was violated, and the Swiss 
flew to repulse the aggressors Night passed away in mutual forbearance , 
the enemy relied on their numbers — the Swiss on their perfect union of heart 
and sword At dawn, eight thousand of the enemy advanced, and the conflict

The dauphin, Louis, not dating to advance in an expedition which had

The canton of Soleure, or Solothum — distmgoished as the tenth jn the Con 
federation— ‘extends between the Jura and the Aar, orer a space of twelve 
leagues in length, hj ten in breadth Jt is dinded into two districts — the 
higher and lower The latter, watered by the Aar, and numerous inferior 
nrers, presents a score of great fertility, and with the exception of that portion 
of the plain iismediately abore the which is rather marshy, i$ corered 
inth &nit trees, forests, wheat fields, and meadows The higher district, 
fomed hj that part of the Jura which traverses the canton from S ‘W’ to 
hi £ , IS intersected by numerous valleys, through which roads, embracuig 
a profusion of picturesque scenery, aud openuig upon numerous mined fortresses 
of the olden tune, communicate with the temtory of Basle, and the Rhenish 
border The most remarkahle among these feudal rums are those of Thierstcm 
Irohouig, and Falhenstein— to the last of which we have lately adverted in the 
history of its lord. 

Tlie lughest points in this district of the Jura are the Hasemnatt, the Bothi

The town of Soleure, the ancient Solodurum, is picturesquelj situated 
about lialf a lc^;ae from the southern flank of the Jura, and dinded into 
two unequal parts by the rapid waters of the Aar The church of Su Ursus, 
constructed httle more than half a century ago, bj the Italian architect, 
Pisom, for the sum of one milhon nine hundred and twenty thousand francs, 
French money, is jastly admired for the elegance of its design and execn 
tion, and considered as the finest specimen of ecclesiastical architecture in 
Switzerland The Jesuit's Church — the Town House — the Arsenal — the Hotel 
of the French ambassadors, now a caserne — the Orphan Hospital — the Prison,* 
admirahlj constrjctcd — the Theatre, and fire conrents, are severally deserving 
of attention But that which most attracts the cnnosity of strangers is the 
Hermitage of St Vercnc, founded by an Egyptian anebonte, m the seventeenth 
century 

At a quarter of a league to the north of the town, and on tho liiU bciund 
the chanmng retreat of the Hermitage, are llic celebrated Jimestone quarries 
of Soleure The method employed for blasting tho rock ts that of Je<sop 
by which, in oddition to die usuil cliargc of powder, a quantitv of sand ts

Hafiiier, "iuthor of the " Chromcle of the Canton of Soleure, ' \Tas a long 
time Chancellor of the Senate , but being strucV \%ath total blindness undertook 
that history as a solace and occupation dunng the misfortune tvhich thus uath« 
drew him from the actiie business of life Being well ver>etl m every work 
relatmg to the history of his native canton, and acquainted ivith every «ource 
of authentic information, as weD as gifted with an extraordmaiy memory, to him 
the work was one of little difficulty The labour of composition was still farther 
lightened by the affectionate care of his daughter, who, like a second Antigone, 
‘!er%ed lum as gmde in all his excursions, and as amanuensis at home Like the 
daughters of the “ bbnd baron.

buinanity Tlic cures winch she performed m Soleure among tlic poor, saix 
the chromcle, were speedily propagated abroad, so that pnnccs, and the highest 
among the nobility, came to consult her and were cured In those times the 
gift was considered miraculous, and Barban de Roll might have hid temples 
erected to her, but as in life she bad performod the service of a good angel

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Soleure His uncle, the prior of the church of St Ursus, hecame a party in 
the stratagem The conspirators ivere to enter through the house of one of 
the canons, and the alarm hell to he carefully muffled ILverj thing hcing 
arranged, and the mght having closed in, the hostde party were advancing 
in silent confidence against the town A peasant, however, who had watched 
their mysterious movements, posted off to the toivn, and revealed the murderous 
project to the sentinel at the gate On the first impulse of alarm, thej flen 
to ring the tocsin, hut this was a fruitless attempt , the bell was too carefully 
muffled, and too pious, to hetray the prior They next rushed into the street, 
and hy voice and gesture apprising the citizens of their danger, summoned 
them to the walls In an instant the whole population flew to arms — some 
half dressed — others as they had slept — hut all armed ivith whatever weapon 
came first to hand In a few minutes the slumbering city was transformed into 
a hustlmg camp , the walls were manned, and Kyburg observing at a distance 
the watch lights, and the fluting of troops, was struck with consternation at 
the detection of his plot, and hastily retraced his steps The treacherous prior, 
who had thus sold his fellow citizens to the sword of K.jburg, was briefly sum 
moned to bis account, and sentenced to he quartered To John Kott, the 
peasant who had been the guardian angel of the phee, and to the eldest m the 
family of Ins descendants, it was resolved that Oie town should present annuallj , 
and for ever, a new coat of red and tvAtfe — the colours of Soleure — as a perpe 
tual acknowledgment of Ins fidelity Kyburg, it mav he added, did not long 
survive the defeat of lus murderous project , hut, stripped of lus possessions, 
and all his resources exhausted, terminated his life in dis'Tace 

or the natives of Soleure more generally known by their valour and patriot

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Among other traits of imguammUj which hate done immortal honour to 
the nohles of Solcuro, it is pleasing to record the following — At a penod when 
religious animositj tvas at its height m these parts, and manj of the districts of 
Soleurc bad embraced the reformed faith, Uie fitc catholic cantons demanded, 
as an i«de»inj/?cafio«, a thousand gold florins, or che, that the inhabitants of 
the canton should return to their former creed On this notification, the 
greater number, rather than paj the fine, did so, and embracing the altemitiie, 
returned to mass 3n the town itself, howeicr, the Catholic^, whose ranks Ind 
been thinned, look up arms against the reformists , and to compel them to 
abjure the new faith, advanced with a loaded cannon in front of the house 
where they were holding their deliberations Here the fatal match was on

Among ^a^lOU8 places of fashionable resort to wluch the citizens repair for 
health'br recreation, arc the Baths of Attisholtz • Here, during the fine summer 
evenings, the visitors often form moon light parties to the Hasenmatt, the point 
of Mew already noticed, and certainly a more romantic excursion it would be 
difficult to imagine Those who have only vasitcd that summit in broad day can

In botanic productions, Soleure is particularly rich, and comprises jninj 
rare plants and flowers, of which those desernng especial distinction are the 
Thlaspx saxalite, Arundo donax, Anagalla tenella, Vlex Euiopaus, and the 
rntiUana meUagris 

A great portion of what rve have already obserted on the Statistics of Soleure, 
mil he found apphcable to the canton of Neuchatel — the twenty first of the 
Confederation After having twice changed masters, this pnncipality was again 
called upon, in 1707, to choose a third, as heir to Mary, duchess of Nemours 
This princess dying without family, left a host of pretenders to the sovereignty, 
all of whom preferred titles to cousanguimty, more or less \abd — but all remote 
Among these, the king of Prussia end Louis XIV were rival candidates, 
hut tho latter being too well known and feared, and the former — as a protestant 
sovereign, whose states lay at a distance— seeming to augur well for the mode 
ration of his future govemment, the balance was decided in Ins favour, and the 
elaiins and solicitations of the Prcocli ling cautiously evaded 

la 1806, Buonaparte, then emperor of France, as a recompense for the 
mbtary services of his companion in arms, Alexander Bertlucr, named him 
pnnee of Neuchatel It is only since the important changes of ISltt, that 
the country was restored to the dommion of Prussia, and in the year following 
became annexed to the Confederation 

The canton is composed of six pnnapal valleys, the soil of which affords 
excellent pasture, but few fruit trees or legummous plants The mountains 
are of the same geological character, and present nearly the same phenomena, 
as those already described Enormous blocks of granite scattered over the 
mountains appear to have been tom from the Bernese Alps, and transported 
into tlieir present position during some remote convulsions of our globe to which 
hitherto, science has afforded httle satisfactory elucidation • The mountains

Chasseron, and Creux du vent, each between four and file thousand feet above 
the sea 

In the middle ages, the greater part of this canton was covered with impe 
netrable forests, and abounded m bears, wild boar, deer, and wohes But, 
with the exception of the latter, — now also rare, — they haie all disappeared, 
while the fox, piotected by the nature of the rochs, and his oivn superior 
instinct, IS the only freebooter left The laVes* of Neuchatel and Bienne 
the latter belonging to Bern — are of classical celebrity, and too fanuliar to every 
reader to require a particular description, but to wbieb we shall advert as we 
proceed The Reuse and the Seyon — the first remarkable for jts hmpid current, 
and the latter for its impetuosity — are the principal rivers of the canton 
Buz, the first of the six principal valleys, is four leagues in length, and 
contains twenty three villages Here, driven from their home, during the 
wars of their counts with the dukes of Savoy, many Genevese found an asjlum, 
and the sources of thcit future prosperity. The small town of Vallengm— 
rolhs cHjrusfo — in this valley, is conspicuous for the industry of its population, 
and the richness of its diminutive territory The vall^ of tlie Sagne is of 
the same extent os that of Ruz, and, in addition to its vvell cultivated and 
productive soil, contains a uimernl source In the valley of Loclej-f- two leagues 
in extent, nature and art are found m less pleasing cooperation Here the winter 
lasts seven months — the soil produces Lttle, save pasture— and most of the iieccs 
saries of life arc imported The manufacture of clocks and watches is tlie cluef 
employment The Bied, a torrent whose waters are here lost in the rocks, 
has hollowed out vast caverns, which two cnterpnsmg natives, brothers, of the 
name of Robert, have turned to account, by tlie bold and ingenious construction 
of three subterraneous nulls, placed vertically, one above the other 

In order to purify the air and improve the climate of Lode — three thousand 
feet above the level of the sea— a mountain lias bccu successfully’* perforated, 
so as to admit of a free escape for the sta^ant waters, and thereby contn 
buted essentially to the health and appearance of the village The valley of

Chaux-^e-Fond, of sumlaT extent xntli the preceding, is little faioured by nature, 
but thickly peopled TOth industnous mechanics and their families, of whom the 
celebrated JL Droz and his son hare given an illustnous example The 
next valley, that of Brenets, is traversed by the Doiibs, which, till modern 
enterprise had hewn a passage for its escape, formed a lake Near the village 
IS the caiem of Tofiere, remarkable for its echo, and the tables and seats which 
Nature, in sport, seems to have furnished for her iisitors About a league 
from this, and in a truly wage gorge, is the Saut-du Doubs, nhere the nver 
precipitates itself from a height of eighty feet, and in its fall giics plaj to twelve 
mills, and a fo^ for makiog annU 

Tlie valley of Brevine is the highest in the canton, two leagues m length, 
and contains the Btaliercs, a lake which escapes in the same manner as that 
of Joux, and where tlie waters, after flowing for several leagues under ground, 
form the source of the Reuse, it St Sulpicc Subterraneous mills have been 
also erected in those clefts of the rock«, wluch here sene as outlets to the 
waters of the lake Near this village is the vegetable coil mine, alluded to 
in our account of the Rossbcig, and supposed to be tlio product of the forests 
swallowed up m the great eitthquake of 1350, which overthrew the city of 
Basle In the iilley of Vernercs is the commune named Cote aux Fees, or the 
Fatry Mount, in which arc several grottos, the principal of wluch is distm 
guishcd as the Temple of the racnes— the only instance in Switzerland, perhaps, 
where the name of that mysterious dynasty u recognised Re have already 
noticed the remarkable anomaly that Switzctlmd, the most romantic country 
in Lurope, presents few or none of the thousand legends and supcntitions so 
carefully preserved and circulated among (he Bnghsh, and more particularly the 
Scotch and Insh, peasantry The faiiy gossip, and fairy land mythology, which 
arc first learned in the nursenes of Uic north, and there group the peasantry 
around the winter heart}], are yet strangers to the Swi*s The only phantoms 
wlncli seem to cross Aw imagination arc the spints of heroic ancestors, with 
tbcir bucklers and spears, and cross-bows, and their abhorrence of bondage But 
lo return to our subject — The entrance to this " temple,” which is beyond 
A'jpuli' tJM- divert grfftU? av S*ri£serl2n^, my aw? fo #.Ve Avrerwr are 

tliTce gallcnes, of which Uiat in the centre terminates m a visia over the valley 
of Su Croix, in the district of T rcnlan About a league from \ emercs, and near 
the nver Doubs, in the Jrencli tcmloty, is the picturesque fortress of Joux 
The Val de Travers, watered by the limpid lieuse, is aliout three leagues 
in length, and contains the beautiful villages of Su Sulpiee, ncuner Motiers, 
Travers, and Couvet, the latter the birthplace of the ingenious and celebrated 
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iicrthoud, inventor of tlic clironomttcr for determining tlic longitude at sea 
lie died here m 180G The village of Metiers is immortalized as the tem- 
porary residence of Rousseau The clmmhcr where ho composed his “ Letfres 
de la Montagne,’ is still presened in the same state in iiliicli it was left, 
when the inliahitants drove Imn from lus Uunihlc retreat, and compelled him 
to taVe refuge in the solitary isle of B>cnn» — a circumstance to winch we shall 
adicrt ns we proceed Near this, m a deep and evtensiie cavern, is another 
<if those natural icc houses above noticed, and to which we descend by means 
of a ladder The floor is covered with a thick layer of ite, above winch rise 
flve or SIX icy columns , the whole cavern is remarkable, and, that of St George 
above Rolle excepted, the only instance of this description in the Jura 

The town of Neuchatel is well built, and is every year receiving fresh 
architectural embellishments from the opulent families and individuals who 
have here fixed their residence It contains several remarkable buildings, and 
arnemg others the Chateau, the ancient residence of the princes of Neuchatel— 
the Cathedral, built in tbe twelfth century, (m front of which is the tomb 
stone of rAiiEL,) the Town house, and Public Hospital 

St Blaise is a large and handsome village, about a longue from the capital, 
with lugh white walls, from this point the lake, new niivigvtcd by the Union 
steam vessel, is seen in all its extent and beauty The white wine of St Blawo 
i held in high estimation by connoisseurs • 

The king of Prussia who is sovereign of the country, is hound to maintain 
It in all its ancient laws, customs, pnvileges, independence, and religious tolera 
tion The Protestant churches are under the direction of the Company of 
Pastors and the Consistory , tliose of the Catholics, under the titular bishop of 
Lausanne Trade is liberally protected , no tax can he lened or modified without 
an express law , and natives only, the governor excepted are eligible to oflices 
of public trust The Audiences G6n6raUs, composed of the oldest members 
of the council of state, chiefs of junsdictious, and the deputies of distncts, 
are, with the king the supreme authority of the canton , and without whose 
consent no law can he made modified or annulled The king is represented 
by A ernor md state council mualty of twenty-one menibeis In tiie canton

inhabitants are sereral privileged classes, who enjoy various nghts ind inunu 
nities The existing laws liear great resemblance to those of the ancient 
comte of Burgundy — antiquated customs which have never been reduced 
into any regular code The mihtia is divided into six departments, with 
a major or lieutenant colonel, named by the king, at their head, and fur 
nishes a battabon of Uratlletm to the royal guard The king s revenue arises 
from the duty upon various articles of trade, rents of domains, posts, tolls, 
and tithes, and amounts to about one hundred and fiftj thousand Uvres, 
more than half of which is necessarily employed in the country The expor 
tation of rural produce is bmited to cheese, a small number of cattle, and 
ivuie but the cotton manufactures are lucrative and numerous In 17S0, the 
annual export of watches alone amounted to forty thousand and is now 
little short of one hundred and forty thousand, the value of each varying from 
seven francs to eight hundred The daily pay of a good workman w ten to 
twelve hiTes, and the average of all, children included, about twelve batz 
(Ir Gd) The manufacture of mathematical and other instruments, is also a 
special branch of mdustiy The population of the canton is stated by the 
latest returns at about fifty three thousand , among whom the habit and frnits 
of industry are generally conspicuous * 

Among the celebrated individuals to whom this canton has given birth, wo 
may mention Osterwald, Couiguet, Boyve, Hory, and hlontmollin— men who 
have reflected lustre on their age and country The Kcforination was established 
m this canton by a very summary mctliod, and in opposition to the authority of 
the magistrates A party of the inhabitants having gone to support the cause 
of Geneva in 1530 agairtst the duke of Savoy, they embraced the reformed 
doctnne, and on their return home took forcible possession of the churches 
Their ^stem of prosclytism met with so much success, that on tlie lOth of 
Iiovember, the same year, the new rehgion was adopted by a majority of 
eighteen votes— an event which was greatly accelerated by the powerful eloquence 
of Farcl, who perfonned so conspicuous a part m forwarding that great moral 
revolution Bduevtion, and the facihties for its oeqmremcnt, are proverbially 
good m tills canton and witlun reach of the poorest, but the students of 
theology repair to Xiausonnc or Geneva— those of medicine to the German 
universities — Of \verdun and Pestalorzi we shall speak in our notice of tl c

In retracing our steps to the western extremity of the Lahc of Bienne, 
matty beautiful md interesting -vicxvs present tbemsebes — ^patUcnlaily those 
of Jobmont, the Chateau BavUivul, and the ancient Abbey of ETlacb, neat the 
ombouchute of the Thiele But here, witli the island of St Pierre immediately 
m front, our eyes insensibly lose sight of other objects, and the imagination 
excited at the name, we embark on the blue waters of the lake, and ore 
speedily landed on the sanctuary of Kousscau 

The house where he resided lias long serred as an inn , and here his admirers 
iTill be grati&ed by finding every thing— particularly his room— m nearly the 
same state as the philosopher left it It is surrounded on three sides by a 
piazza, level with the ground — one forms the farm offices, tbe second the 
dwelling house, and the third serves for the accommodtition of strangers A 
huge walnut tree throws its shade over the vvhole court In the interior, tlie 
walls of the apartment occupied by tbe “ pnwt of nature ' are so covered with 
names, dates, and sentiments, tliat it was witli great difficulty we found one 
little spot to receive the record of our pilgnmage The Inre d etrangert was 
no less charged with precious memonala —

The walks through the wood and orchard with which the island u coveted 
arc delightful and refreshing, and, fanned by the cool breath of the lake, afford

turesque The ground, covered with nch velvet turf, such as bordered the

In the picture \r)uch nou»eau himself his left us of his delicious sojourn 
in this island, there is much that tends to deselop his real character The 
plan whch he here laid denm to desenbe the Tepctahlt riches with which lis 
little kingdom was stored—the zeal with stlucli he entered upon it— (a rcnl 
equalled onlr hy the facUilv with which he could renounce it)— the mcflable 
pleasure which he f<.U in seeing his hooks, his manusenpts, and wliaterer could 
remind him of authorship, corcfulltr packed awaj— those dehaoiis and indc 
hnahic rereries, when stretchcil supine m his open boat, he suiTered it to float 
at large— the ambition he took m aequinnp a knowledge of the oar— the ««rel 
pnde he fiU in obsemng that the factors wife was never without apprehensions 
but when Ac rowed— “the solemn installation of his colony of rabbits in tlie little 
island— are all features ui his character whicdi cannot Cul to interest every fechnp 
reader, end awaken the kindlic*t svropatlues in his behalf To see this cclc 
brated philosopher, the irost eloquent author of his day, suddenlr craexpiop 
from the literary Babel, and shaking off the tiammcla of that artificial existence

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command an entire Tiew of the enem^’b camp, and observe eiery movement 
of the nobles as they paraded their last army, and, by antiapation, dnided 
the spoils of Bern Tlie instant they came full^ in sight, the signal was given 
to charge, and the Burgundians rodied forward to dnve them from their position 
But the slmgers of Erlach sent such a hail shower among them, that they 
were staggered in their resolution , while the iron battle-cars thundering down 
the declivity, and followed by the standards of Bern waving over her semed 
mass of steel pointed clubs, spears, and halberts, earned destruction into the 
enemy’s ranks The shock of the charge was so ternfic, that the Bernese 
column ui the rear, composed of raw mditia, were panic struck at the sight, 
and retreated from the scene of action “ Let tliem flee, said Erlach, piqued 
at the sight — “ it were unjust that such base and dastardlj spirits sliould share 
in the conquest which awaits the brave and free ' — It is thus that the chaff is 
winnowed from the gram’ 

The battle continued for some time doubtful, for each fouglit with despera 
tioii, and the watnors of Bern and Bu^iindy performed prodigies of valour 
But, notwithstanding their %a$t superioniy m numbers, the columns of Rudolph 
began to recoil, and, at length, with fifteen hundred of his followers lying 
dead around him, that chivalrous noble surrendered life and victory to the 
champion of Bern 

The war, notwitbstauding, was continued for four years m slarmishes, and 
then terminated in a peace every way glorious to Bern, whose citizens refused 
to retain the smallest portion of land as an indemnity for the past, or guarantee 
for the future No, said thej, “ we have saved our city and our homes, and 
we wiU not sully so sacred a cause by an act that should convict us of interested 
and ambitious views Does any one require compensation for his services ^ 
Let him look to the capital — it is safe — tears of gratitude are lus reward , let 
him claim for his posterity the respect due from a grateful country to a hero 
and a patriot 

Once more reinstated in bis peaceful occupations, and unambitious of 
rewards dignities, or titles, Erlacb like another Cuicinnatus, devoted himself 
to the cultivation of his patemil farm Thus engaged, he descended quietly into 
the vale of years, till his son m law, Jobst of Rudenz, m consequence of some 
violent dispute concerning his wifes dowry, tore down from the wall where it 
hung the sword of the victor of J xapen and pluoged it into his heart ' Then, 
rusJiing from the house, pursued by the dogs of his murdered father in law, 
the parricide effected his escape, and was never more heard of 

Tlie patriotic Bubenberg was hardly more fortunate for, being accused 
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Of one of the many botanizing excursions to which Rousseau alludes mth 
such Uvely satisiaction, the annexed particulars, communicated by his companion, 
the late Comte d’Escherny, can hardly^ to be acceptable to most readers. 
It is an excursion to the Chasseral, the highest summit to the north of the 
lake .—As a part of the valley lay between them and the mountain, and the 
excursion might exceed one day, they provided accordingly, and charged a 
sumpter mule vrith their equipage — namely, covering for the night, pies, 
ow s, and roast game.

points of the Jura. Rousseau was in the best possible humour ; but when any 
one of the party, eager to get possesrion of some tempting flower, approached 
too near the brink of the precipice, he ^ras distressed beyond expression, and 
even on his knees implored them to observe more caution. 

Resuming our progress towards the Swiss capital, as Bern is properly consi- 
dered, we next enter the town of Aarbeig by one of those fine covered bridges 
viith which the river is frequently spanned, and leave it by a second of the same 
character; for the town itself, when the Avater is high, is entirely surrounded 
by the Aar. It is a veiy active and commercial place, and owes its prosperih 
to the great roads which concentrate at this point. 

A few miles to the right, at the confluence of the Sense and Sarine, 
are the town and ** field” of Laupen, famous for the victory obtained by 
the Bernese in June IS39, over the nobles of Burgundy and their allies. 
The pouer which Bern had acquired by the pubhc spirit of its citizens — 
the f ime of their arms— the flourishing state of trade— and the recent acqm- 
sition of Hash and Laupen, had so excited the jealousy of Fnbuig and its 
confederate nobles, that they determined to watch for an opportunity to humble 
so prosperous a neighbour. A pretext for aggression was soon afibrded. Bern 
having objected to admit Into circulation tbe money struck by Comte Bberhard 
of Kyburg, though coined with tbe imperial sanction, and to recognise the 
Emperor Louis of Bavaria when under sentence of excommunication, the 
nobles seized upon tbis as a fitting occasion for punishing the refractory citizens, 
and summoned their vassals to arms. Resolved on this enterprise, Rudolph, 
of the family of Neuchatel, who had lately fortified his villages of Erlach 
and Nidau, and given them the rights and privileges of cities, assembled all 
who were hostile to Bern in the castle of Nidau,* where it was decreed that 
proud city should be rased to the ground. 


• Of lliis castle the following eircumsCance i* recorded —Bern and Soteiire liixing taken tbi* fortreu 
■« 13SS, found in (he lower two prisoners qulle naked, almo-t famished, and in the most deplorable eon 
diilon of mind and body. One of Uiese was the bisbop of Lisbon, and (lie ether the prior of Altazona, who 
hod been sent into Germany by (he Pope on fome oegottation of laiportance , but, haring necessanlv to 
cross a part of the Swiss lerrnoryoti their remm home, they were seized by adctschmeaf from the garrison 
of Nidau, secretly imprisoned in tbe tower, and pemiitted to hold no intercourse with tlicir iriendi or 
country The Ilrtnrse conducted them to ihe capital— furnished them with clothes, horses, and attend 
ants, and a sum of three hundred ducats, to enable them to proseente their journey in comfort. They 
proceeded by Lucem and the St. Cothard, and haruig safely amred in Rome, insianily dispstehed noi 
only the three hundred doeais, but an adJiilonalaumofonclhousand more, in testimony of their gratitude 

and to assist in defrayins the eitmorJinaty capmaea of the si^ to which they owed theirlibcration. 
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A great number of troop’s nere nccording!/ mustered — Aorgau, Friburg, 
Upper Burgundy, and Alsace, sent each a powerful contingent. Seven hundred 
nobles with crowned helmets, and twelve hundred knights in complete armour, 
shone in the van of fifteen thousand infantry supported by three thousand horse 
— th(5 amount of the Confederates. 

Tills formidable armament, although it did not intimidate the Bernese, led, 
ncsertheless, to their adopting every reasonable means of accommodation 5 but 
in tliis they entirely failed. Their endeavours to negotiate were construed 
into weakness or cowardice; and the courage of the assailants rising in pro- 
portion, they would listen to no terms short of unconditional submission. In 
tins exigency, John of Bubenberg, formerly chief magistrate, stepped nobly' 
forward, and declared himself toady to embark life and property in the cause. 
*' Laupen," said be, “shall not fall, if true arms and trusty followers can cfTcct 
its safety. The enemy, it is true, beleaguer its walls; but they may find ere 
long, that the sword of a free citizen of Bern cuts os sheer as the noblest steel 
of Burgundy." So say ing, he placed himself at the head of six hundred warriors, 
and marched to the relief of the garrison at Laupen. lie was scarcely gone, 
however, when the arrival of Budolph of Erlach* was announced to the senate. 
Having inherited lua father’s talents, and in a long series of foreign service 
contributed to the victory in six diflcrent engagements, he vv.vs welcomed with 
acclamation, and chosen general of the Bernese in the approaching conflict. 

Every man now repaired to lib post; and, associating the name of Erlach 
and victory, foretold in the ensuing battle a second Donnerbuhel. Besides the 
forces already on the march, a subsidy of nine hundred men was dispatched 
across the Brunig from the cantons of Uri, Schwytz, and Unterwalden ; and 
six hundred more from Hash and the Sicbenthal. Soleuref also furnished 
fourscore horsemen fully equipped ; for tbe dtizens had not forgotten the prompt 
and friendly intervention of Bern on a former occasion. 

With the force named, and about four thousand armed citizens of Bern, 
Erlach took up his position on a bill near Laupen, from which he could 


* Son of the famous Ulric of Erlach, who, /ortj years before, had won the batile of Donnerbuhel 
t Three years after the battle of Morgsrlen. when Duke Leopold of Austria, at the head of a powerful 
army, took up liis position in front of Soleure, Bern, with friendly promptitude, marched an auxJiary force 
to Its relief Leopold, howerer, owed his defeat less to the nnited force of arms than to the violence of 
the Aar, and the magnanimity of the inhabitants o( Sedeure , for the swollen nver having swept away 
his budge of boats, the generous citizens, forgetting every hostile senbment, hastened to rescue tlieir 
sinking enemies from the waves— and this at them own imminent risk. For the honour of humanity.

was changed into grautude, and a peace concluded between the emperor and 
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command an entire Tiew of the enemy s camp, and observe every movement 
of the nobles as they paraded their vast army, and, by anticipation, divided 
ihe spoils of Bern The instant they came fully m sight, the st^al ivas giren 
to charge, and the Burgundians rushed forward to dnve them from their position 
But the shngers of Erlach sent such a hai! shower among them, that they 
were sta^ered in their resolution, while the iron battle-cars thundering down 
the dechwtj, and followed h} the standards of Bern waiing oier her semed 
mass of steel pointed clubs, spears, and halberts, earned destruction into the 
enemy s ranks The shock of the charge was «o tcrnfie, that the Bernese 
column in the rear, composed of raw imlitia, were panic struck at the sight, 
and retreated from the scene of action “ Let them flee, «aid Erlach, piqued 
at the sight— it were unjust that such base and dastardly spirits slioutd share 
m the conquest which awaits the brave and free* — It is thus that tlie chaff u 
winnowed from the gram 

The battle continued for some time doubtful, for each fought inth dnpera 
tion and the warriors of Bern and Burgundy perfomed prodigies of vvlour 
But, notwithstanding their I'ut supenontv m numbers, the columns of Budolph 
began to recoil and, at length, with fifteen hundred of his followers Iviiig 
dcid around him, that chivalrous noble surrendered hfe and victory to the 
champion of Dent 

Ihe war, notwithstanding, was continued for four jenrs in skirmishes, and 
then tcrminilcd in a pevee every way glorious to Bern, whose citizens refused 
to retain the smallest portion of land as an indemnity for the past, or guarantee 
for the future “ I*io, said they, “ we have Mied our city and our homes, and 
we mil not sully so sacred a cau«c by an act that should connet us of interested 
and ambitious views Docs any one require compensation for his services^ 
Let him look to the capital~it is safe— 'tears of gratitude arc his reward, let

and a pitnot ”

the cathedral, a watchman is stationed mght and day throughout the jeir, to 
strike the hours, and give alann in case of fire The great Cathohc church 
IS also a structure of considerable elegance and great antiquity 

The platform, or terrace, in front of the cathedral, is a favourite walk m 
Bern , and — fiom the suhhm** and lofimCely varied scenery which it commands — 
the finest, perhaps, m Switzerland. Under the shade of Imumnt cbe«tnut 
trees, seats are distributed in every direction for the pleasure aud accommodation 
of the pubhc On the south, the platform ends in a precipice one hundred and 
eight feet in depth, and is occupied by tbe houses of the old town, flanking the 
channel of the Aar Near this giddy verge a marble slab records the following 
extraordinary escape —In 1654, Theobald 'W'eincapfli, a student of tbe place, 
unable to manage a restive horse which he rode,— or hanng, according to the 
proverb, " a spur in tbe head as well as in tbe faeel, —was precipitated into tbe 
lower town Strange to say, he escaped with only a broken aim ai^ leg 
and survived the accident thirty years as a preacher Tbe construction of this 
terrace, as a masterpiece of peculiar architecture, » well deseznog of obserra 
tion The wall which faces it on the side of the nrer was completed in 1515, at 
an expense of two hundred thousand francs — an enormous sum in those days 

In the principal streets of this city, tbe pedestrian is protected by long 
covered porticos, raised above the carnage path, and affording, according to 
tbe season, an agreeable shade or shelter The centre of tbe streets is occupied 
by an open stone canal, filled with a rapid current of water, and kept os clean 
swept as the floor of a cottage These are farther embelhshed by a profusion 
of beautiful fountains surmounted with statues. 

The pubhc institutions, and the bterary and suentific sooeties of Bern, 
reflect the highest honour on its citizens, whose taste and refinement have kept 
pace with their love of freedom, and excited by their example a most beneficial 
influence on the surrounding states The Academy, divided into the higher 
and lower, embraces a svstom of education commencing with tbe Cist rudiments 
of language, and extending to the highest pitch of modem science and 
enidiiion f

The public Librarj, founded at the epoch of the lUformation, nnd at irhirli 
the celebrated Haller presided from 1731 to 173(1, contains upiiards of forty 
thousand lolumes, and about one thousand file hundred manuscripts Ihc 
Cabinet of Medals IS particularlj nch in nneicnt coins, iiiinj of si Inch arc exceed- 
ingly curious and rare Ihey ssere found ehiellj in tlic Sisiss tcmlorj— 
among the rums of Ascnticum, Viiidontssa, and Moutlon • 

Among the many names iiliich hasc renected lustre on this citj and canton, 
SIC need onlj cite those of the Erlachs and Buhenherg, alrcadj noticed, 
Diesbach, islio fell at the battle of Paris, Berthold Ilallcr, silio preached the 
Reformation at Bern in 1320, Wiltcnhach, asho died m 1520, Jean Louis 
d Erlach, Mareschal of Prance, Andrciv Morell, the eclchrnted mcilalhst, 
T ouis de Muralt , Michael Scliuppach, the “mountain doctor ”f the great Albert 
Haller, IVattonllo , Stapfer, Tschamcr, Sinner, and, m recent times, Charles 
Louis d Erlach, sprung from a race of lieroes, who commanded the troops of 
Bern in 179S, and fell by the hands of Ills oivn soldiers 
One of the finest points of iiciv m the emirons of Bern is the Enghi, nhich 
every stmnger should nsit-and if at dilfercnt hours of the day, so much the 
better, for it thus presents itself under such stnhing modifications as to give 
novelty and freshness to ever, succeeding view This is the point iillich, of all 
others in German Smtaerland, presents the most sublime spectacle during the 
evening inummation Half obscured m the shadoivs of twilight, the mountains m 
the foie ground appear softly blending into a bliio ethereal mass, the daaahng 
summits of the snolp, range seem for a time to lose their lustre then suddenly, 
as the rays of the departing sun shoot upwards, they catch the qmierm" light, 
and seem tr.nsfonued a fiood of ro^ elfulgenee This evening blush 
ontmnes for a few mmntes to tint the snowy region with the warm hue of 
hfe then slowly fading aw.j-hhe the heeUe flush from the cheol. of expiring 
oeauty -finally disappears, and leases di. snows „ the.r pale, eoldf and 
shroud uke UTuformity 
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The two bastions which flank the fortitications on the south present nearly 
the same new, and are much flrequented as an eremn? promenade One of 
them, planted m mutation of an English garden, cffe-s a most delicious retreat 
The etterhom, the Berglistock, the SchrecLborn, the Finsteraarhorn, the 
two peaks of the Tiescherhomer, the Eiger, the grand Eiger or Monch, and 
the Jungfrau, are exhibited in all their sabhme array 
The oiher bastion, carpeted with nch rerdure, serves as an occasional field 
for pubhc diveiaioia. Here gymnastics are practised, balloons let ofi", fire works 
exhibited , and here the peasants of the Oberland and Emmenthal formerly 
assembled every Easter ilonday, to exhibit their skill m the anaent games of 
wrestling * The foaae which snrroundA this part of the ramparts is partly stocked 
with deer, and pardv converted into an arena 

The pits where the bears are entertained at the public expense, are eiinosities 
in thetr war, and mar he considered as the Zoological Gardens of Bern They 
were constructed in IS2o, each in the form of a square, cased with sohd iaascmr> , 
and a partition wall between them, Ororo which a fountain is so contnved as 
to fill a basin on either <ide, suiHaently capacious to admit of Sir Brum's 
Ills pleasure in the hath In the centre of these dens a pme^treostem is erected, 
and renewed annxi'illv , on this the bear takes air and exercise, and practiaes 
a vanetj of gjTnoastics to the great atausement of the spectators who surround 
the iron balustrade, and thus approach the ** con<ecrated saiage” without 
apprehension Tlie “ ble««ed bears of Bra.dwatdme” were not held m more

of address and fund of infarraation os may At him for his introduction into active 
hfc As a school of morals, nothing could he better adapted than the house of 
bl FeUenbeig, where e^cry thing is a model of order, elegant simphcity, and 
polished manners The daily afflux of strangers from all countries is so great, 
and these mostly persons of distinguished rank or intellectual ’acquirements,

The gate of Thun may he considered that of the Oberland, a distnct which, 
in liSS, was derated to the rank of canton-ond agam at the pence of 1811 
annexed to Bern It comprises the vast extent of valleys and mountains situated 
in the centre of Switzerland, and, abounding in excellent posturago, supports if< 
inhahitmit, chiefly by .he breeding of catlle, and the produce . it tL ilairj 
It IS divided into four principal valleys-thc Simmenthal, Lauteibruimen, 
Gtindenvvald, and Hast,, thevreteis of which, with iheir numerous tributaries, 
preserve a non , era course, and fall U,o lake of Thnn-tho scenery of which 
13 so proverbial tor its beauty The northern shore presents a vast congeries of 
ragged mountons, while the opposite „l,„„„ds in the most graceful ™d picturesque 
landscapes Tlran though greatly improved by recent buddings, is small, and 
only remarkable when eonnecled with the m.gmf.cent country of which it forms 
he capital On the west, m the wland formed by the two arms of the mer,

as a place where pleasure, study, and economj may be muted The terrace 
near tlie cliurch commands a most interestuig prospect — the great Tanety of 
tlie foreground wjth the lake and glaoers in the distance gire it an laeipressiWe 
charm The Pa^ihon of St James embraces a similar but more eslcndccl 
\new, while the Bajchcn Hsctzli surprises the spectator by the remarkable 
contrasts which it displa}s when observed from difllrent nstas — opening and 
shutting ns he vanes his position, and including the sublime, unchanging 
aspect of llie glaciers But from no point is this new enjoy ed m such perfection 
as from the entrance to a little groie, where a seat, inscribed with an appro 
pnate motto—" repose et jouis"— embraces the general features as cxprt-ssefl 
in the follomnj, verses —

On the borders of the lake to whch it gives name, arc the 8,rikinglv 
pctumque village of Spictz, and the ancient towrr of StratUingcn, fren nhieii 
sprung the founder of the second kingdom of Burgundv According to pcpuUr 
tradition, this distnct long retained the chanctensUc name of the valley of 
gold and gladness* — a title to which its beauty and fertility ma^ still lay claim 
Tlie *111411 church of St. Michael, on the margin of the lake, was called the 
Paradise, and higher up the bank, the chateau of Spietz bore the name of 
the Golden Court — arcutnstances which prove how highly ihe^e cliarmirg locv 
hues were npprccutcd by tlieir feudal chiefs — Spietz is the last village which 
the road touches licfore it leave* the Jake All tlie 1 ovses are white, detached 
and each with lU garden On a grille swell sUind the churrli and parse nage 
1 ousc— the latter with a beautiful garden tunning furvard into the lake, ui 
the ealm bosom of which mountains, meadows, woods, and orrhan’#, are dJ 
pictured m l>caiit]rul relleetion — Tlie vilbge of iinmts is no less beau iful 
Tlie bimmentlial, on account cf its vjnnity to Thui and the t'tfe of if* 
tuadt. Rcrcrally pracueable fur cars is much frequented It ccirpriw# a 
panorama of rserj lanetv from tie wildest mountain f tture* to tie s/'f erf 
r esi’ow tcet cry Here tie horeors ot w-nter overha-g tie path, end there 
f rrsts, lj.r»e*l Crlis, and rowt'v pasture*, iucceed each ctlcr m l^auU/>iI 
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alternation It is, throughout, a debcious a^luin, where not only the necessaries 
hut the luxuries of hfe are produced in ahundance, and where industry and 
contentment are seen in their happiest combinations The valley is watered 
through Its whole extent hy the Simmen, and presents an ihiiost uninterrupted 
succession of verdure and fertility It is thickly interspersed with villages, 
where the appearance of the inhabitants is a suihcient guarantee for their 
internal prosperity , and although not more than thirteen leagues in length, 
bj half a league m breadth, it has the air of an independent and well appointed 
republic In the villages, the manufacture of woollen cloths, and the less 
necessary distillation of chemes, occupy a considerable portion of the inhabitants , 
while the Alpine pastures, daring the summer, give profitable occupation to 
the rest —The annual migration to the mountains is a scene of great vivacity , 
and It seems surprising that no pamter, to our knowledge, has yet selected it 
as an ongmal subject for the pencil About tbe end of May, the grand move 
ment takes place The cattle appear insUnctively to kmow the hour, and regmre 
itt e ai m their keepers to find the miitmg pastures In their triumphant 
procession from stall to praine, they often form a line of nearly o mile m Icngtii 
ihe patriarch of the herd, a noble Bernese bub, bearing round his neck a large 
beu, B^pended by n ncbly ornamented leathern belt, leads the waj NeNt 
uecee t o nest cows, m pairs, and respectively distinguished by the size of

With this brief notice of the Sunmenthal, wc now return to the laheof Thun, 
and resuming the nangatzon of its waters, which is now, to the great detriment 
of the hoatmen, performed by steam, new and striking objects are continually 
brought into view On the left is t!ie grotto of St Beit, where those wlio do not 
shnnk irom the dilHculDes of a steep and rugged pith, would do well to make a 
pilgrimage The new from the entrance to this cavern is particularly rich and 
comprehensive The grotto, according to the l^entl, was onginally the retreat 
of a dragon— perhaps a bear — ^which the holy St Beat expelled, and converted 
the lair into a sanctuary , where he communicated to the heathen tnbes around 
him the iirst tidings of the gospel It is dinded into two distinct compart' 
ments, of which the lower, adorned with a cirpet of ivy, is very curious The 
rocks in several places are hollowed into recesses similar to chambers , and the 
greatest length of the cave is httle short of seven hundred feet It opens upon 
a wide natural resen oir, from which the Beatenbach takes its rise, and descending, 
exhibits a miniature, but picturesque cascade, of several feet in height 

Those who follow the northern bank of the lake will have many advantages 
over those who make ibe excursion in a boat , but the difficulty, and occi 
sionally the danger, which may oiertake the inexperienced tourist in a road 
which IS often hewn out of the rock and subject to ebouhments, have estabbshed 
a preference in favour of the oar One of the most prominent objects on the 
left, as we approach the Upper end of the lake, is the church of S'eatenhe^, 
but of difficult access 

XJatersee, so charmingly situated between the lakes of JTliun and Bnenz, 
and bordering on the vallejs of Lauterbnmnen, Grindelnald, and Hash, presents 
a sinking concentration of sublime and majestic scenery, but softened by the 
intermixture of features the most romantic and picturesque Tlie plain which 
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separates tlie two lakes is exceedingly fertile, and shaded by walnut-trees of 
such gigantic proportions as to remind one of the great chestnut on Mount 
Etna A single tree, it is said, will furnish fifty fathoms of timber — a fact which 
gives the walnut groves of Interlaken and Untersee a precedence over every 
other in the Confederacy It is from the walnut, subjected to the process of 
cold drawing, that the Swiss make their eating-oiI Though only a short 
league in extent, this plain is covered with a vegetation so nch and vivid, 
commands a panorama so wild and various, and presents such pictures of 
sedulous cultivation and primitive simplicity, that it has long enjojed the 
distinctive epithet of an Alpine paradise The chmate withal is so mild, that 
in the end of February the meadows are sprinkled with flowers 

The mistress of the inn here is the celebrated Swiss beauty—*** 1* belle 
Batehere — m whom so many knights errant fancied they had discovered a second 
Fomanna She was long the ferry maid across Uie lake of Bnenz, and ivitJi 
her boat, and oar, and blooming complexion, nas a favourite subject m every 
travellers portfoho But now that she has exchanged her ** thousand” admirers 
for one husband, and the management of a boat for her customers at the bar, 
her beauty has experienced a severe check, and, like a naiad transferred from 
her native wave, she is here " out of her element.’ • 

The cli'lteau of Kicn, and village of Kienholz, near the lake of Bncoz, were 
formerly destroyed by a fall of the mountains Tbirt) eight years ago, nearly 
forty houses in the Milage of Schvrenib and Hochstehen were buned by a torrent 
of mud, which, discharging itself into the lake, continued to discolour the ualcr 
for several months after The mud torrent in Switzerland, and the lava-stream 
m Sicily, though of moat opposite temperature, are very similar m their progress 
and equally destructne in tlieir effects 

Interlaken is particularly advantageous as a centre from which tlie tounst 
liny take the scenery of the Oberlnnd m detail As head quarters, nothing can 
be more agreeable , and so great is the number of strangers who here fix their 
sumincf residence, that, besides a large hotel, and fifteen or sixteen comfortable 
boarding houses, every year contributes something new m the way of accom- 
modation ■n.e average rate of board is five francs a day , and upwards of five 
hundred English tonnsts have been registered m the same week os temporary 
residents in the village and lU vicimty Tlie steam boat vvhidi now plies on 
the lake lias so much mcrcMed the facihUcs of travelling, that the concourse 
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of sirangers during tlie liist season was nnprecedentedlj great The inn looks 
upon a channing promenade, shaded with noble trees, and at intervals com 
manding the most subhme «*.ener5 TTie twin spires belonging to the ancient 
abbey and die church are fine landmarks, and m their day have brought many 
pilgnms to the sanctuary 

Here, and at Unterseen, strangers are now imambly entertained by native 
airs sung by peasant girls Their voices being generally good, the several parts 
are sustained mth due attention to concord, and with an effect of harmonious 
combmabon very creditable to the performers Those which th^ performed, 
seemingly, with greatest spint and fidchty — although in a style peculiar to them 
selves — were the hunting choTis in Der Freisehutz, and the Tyrolese Song of 
Liberty — 

“ Out Alp^ are the attars of f eedom'— oar vallen Ci r LibCTl7 * shnne " it 

But this custom — for such it has now become— of admitting young women 
into pubhe houses for the entertainmeat of strangers oil midnight, is one of the 
many instances where the strangers gold has corrupted the native sunphci^of 
the Swiss Profit, however, when purchased by the <acnfice of decorum will 
never contribute to the intrinsic wealth of a state 

The pastoral f§te celebrated here is of great antiquity, and supposed to take 
its ongm from some remote heathen solemm^ The place chosen for the 
occasion is generally an elevated pasture, where, on the morning of the anni 
Tcrsary, a nng is formed by the vdlage patnarebs who are to adjudge the 
prizes, and witliro this the westlcrs tike their stand Each having selected 
his antagonist from some one of the neighbounng viUaces, the struggle begins , 
while the fresh combatants who wait to be challenged, take alternately the places 
of those worsted in the game Each combatant eaters the Lsts with a feebng 
as if the credit of his family and couutn, no le^ than bis own personal glory 
depended upon hi» «iiigle arm , and seldom, even in the games of Greece, was 
emulation more keenli ei^ated, or the pnre more vigorously conte«Ced Before 
anv wrestler can be declared the victor, he must have thrown his adrersm 
t\vice fairly on Ins back No blows are permitted in this trial of strength and 
It IS but seldom tliat anj single aspirant can support more than aix turns The 
two strongest decide the game In three rounds, which proclaim the MCforv 
Dances and rural banquets foUenr, m which tlic fair spectators of the conflict gi'e 
I fe and vn icitv to the picture The memraent coiitmues often a great j art 
of the night, and the dancers are furnished witli shelter and refreshment b\ 
tie booths which surround the festive fcld It is recorded in one of tbe<e 
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pastoral fetes, that, whilst a victor and his partner were busily occupied in the 
dance, and the former too much engaged with the smiles of the fair Adelaide 
to note the fearful precipice at their side, on a sudden movement of the waltz 
the treacherous brink on which they trod gave way, and, followed by wild 
shneks of despair, the unhappy lovers sank into the yawning chasm beneath 
By some this catastrophe was beheved to be a voluntary act — the despe 
rate result of opposition to their union— but that is a mystery which the 
shrewdest of the survivors could not develop It was a fact nevertheless, 
and might have been introduced as a new feature by Holbein into his “ Dance 
of Death ’ 

It IS always an object among those who visit Lauterbrunnen for the first time, 
to arrive between nine and ten o clock , for at that time the Staubbach has the 
morning sun full upon it, and is more likely to make a lasting impression 
To accomphsh this three hours will suffice , but if the several objects by the 
way are to be glanced at, it is then necessary to set out from Interlaken at 
least two hours earlier 


The ancient Castle of Unspunnen, consisting of a square tower, with one of 
Its angles rounded mto a turret, commands the pass, but is liardly visible through 
the mass of bnishivood with which it is masked It is conjectured, that in 
the dungeons of this tower the inhabitants of Oberhasli were confined, after 


being taken prisoners at the batUe of the Haslerig It was the fortress of 
Betthold, the founder of Bern, m honour of whom a fete, such as ne have 
described, is celebrated annually near this spot 

Proceeding on through Wdderschy>vl, a cheerful hamlet, hut exhibiting m 
Its population instances of that humiliating disease so peculiar to Alpine vallcjs, 
we enter the defile of the Lutschmen, where all that is most sublime and 
tern ic m scenery is grouped, and concentrated in n way that defies dcscnption 
t IS a pass m which the wld and powerful genius of Salvator would have 
icidled m kmdred (.loom, but even Im pene.1, however mopcel m He debnee 
t.oue ot the Abmzt. would hen, hove lovt half it, pket.e .rfluence, and left

Both the Lutschinen abound in the reiy finest trout The fisher, armed witli 
a tndent, or spear mth three prongs, stations himself on the edge of the torrent 
at a point irhere it is most impetuous, and there strikes the fish in their passage 
up or doivn the stream This u ecrtainlj much more of a task than a pastime, 
for It requires the undivided attention of the fisher — and, with his ejes fixed 
on the rapid current for hours at a tune, it is suipnsmg that he does not in a 
fit of vertigo drop into the torrent. But habit has rendered Tinn proof against 
danger so apparent, and there, like a statue on its pedestal, and in the 
attitude of a gladiator, he continues &om hour to hour the patient " Pescator 
dell onde " 

'NVaterialls, in vanoos cadence, streak vnth foam the precipices to the left 
but the dash and thunder of their descent are lost in the deep roar of the torrent 
to which they hurry with unslackeaing tribute The trunks of trees hewn in 
the mountain*, and thence sent on a voyage to the plain, fioat down the torrent, 
stnpt of their bark, and bearing ereiy mark of a boisterous passage At oii> 
point they a-e seen whirling round in a vortex — buffeted against the rocks — 
then, with the speed of lightning, sboohng through the spray, and apparently 
lost- In this manner the timber for domestic purposes is transported to its 
destination, and a devastating torrent rendered subservient to the will of man 

Aloft, and as far as the eye can reach, casual ghmp'es of refreshing verdure 
lebeve the savage sterility which overspreads the ^mrounding chaos. Rocks 
are suspended in cntical balance over the path, and from their giddy verge the 
goat peers down like a suspiaous sentinel upon the strangers prioress. Spring 
and winter are ever in immediate contact, and snznmer expands its arms to 
the very border of eternal snow Chalets, whose roofs only appear to nse 
above the sod are sprinkled along the acdinties, and mingle their picturesque 
features with the landscape In these are housed the cattl® and produce of the 
meadows , and there the summer is «penC by the owners in aQ the sunphcitr of 
patriarchal life 

The only materials employed in the construction of these castia stativa ” as 
the dialets may be termed, are ruddy fashioned trunks of pme« cut in equal 
lengths pmned together, and the interstices often left as a free passage to the 
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air The roof is \ery flat, composed of a layer of pine deals, and retained m 
Its position hj transverse rafters, upon nhieh are piled fragments of rock to 
act as ballast when assailed by high tvmds* Tins precaution is umrereal in 
all places of similar elevation, where, unless so provided, the chalet, like a vessel 
breaking from her moorings, would literali^ drift before the wind. But tbe 
resistance which these seeimngly frail habitations oppose to tbe “ ouragans of 
tlie Alps IS almost incredible — and the more so to those who have had personal 
endence of their violence 

Saussure, while prosecuting his researches in the Alps of Savoj, took shelter 
in one of the chalets on the hible, just as one of these hurricanes began 
Everj instant, so long as it lasted, he expected the chalet would have been 
earned away, for, although quite low, squatted on the earth, and its root 
COT ered with masses of stone so as to oppose the least possible resistance to tlic 
wind. It often happens that the weather side of the sloping roof is lifted up bj 
the storm and thrown completely over upon the other, in tbe same manner as 
by a breath wc turn over tl;e lea*" of a book- 

^NTien tbe storm had partially subsided, Saussure vnshing to judge for himself 
of Its (hnunjshcd force, although cautioned by the inmites against the expo- 
nmeut, wiUidrevv the bar wlucb confined the door In an instant it was 
blown open with such violence os to throw the philosopher complctclj off Ins 
balance, and pile up every article of furniture against tlie opposite wall Had 
this cxpcnincnt been tried but a short tunc previously, the chalet and its 
lodgers would have made a very precipitate retreat, ^^^len such gu&ts *uddenly 
overtake the cattle on pastures bordered wjtJi precipices, they are borne down 
by them as cosily as an October blast on the plain hurries the dry leaves 
before it But if llic tlorm conics on by degrees, and only readies this pitch of 
violeneo after a certain space, the wary ommals, fully sensible of their dangtT, 
turn their heads to leeward, and spreading out their fon, legs wiUi ihcir hcxir* 
rd^cd firnits into the soil, ride out tin. stonn like n ship at anchor From the 
inoniLiit It is assumed, nothing will induce tliem to cliangc llicir position 
Tlierc they might be kilUd or jmimid without the power of forcing them to take 
«Tw <{cf •‘iwiTT rJiv* tfpiTf wjVcfiT flucon: Aitf «r<CrooA?rJ fAwrr fa* erjitr fAtirf roimi 
Tlie chuf ihiiip to be attended to in tl tw pastures is to prevent the catth 
from being sul’mU cvjwstd to the storm, and with this view, when anv 
symptom of an appnvicluiig tempest n aiiifisis itwlf, iJl tl e women ami cliddrin 
run to drive the cattle from Uie j iccij ices into tl e more retired j vstures 

In irDsiriitJw^ < nr n iite along tin li^t link of the I ufschincn, Vature 
dii^lavs tviknct- of her viotkmg in tlie m »t awful fjnns. Hock*, ♦u«jH.ii^ed 
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in micln’ay air, and beannj on their front the rude scars of remote comuUions, 
enclose tlip traveller on either side, ivhile the path along which he movc^ 
appears cut by streams, shattered or obstructed b^ fallen rochs, and undermined 
h} the frantic torrent at its base SliH, however, in her dreariest recc«3, ilio 
cheerful luer\ of spring scatters here and there the pleasing indications of her 
presence , and a green spot peering cautious!^ from the scene of devastation, 
proclaims, like the olnc-branch of old, that there are jet life and hope in the 
world, and that the chaos around is gradually opening upon a scene rcscrvwl 
for the abode of man — a retreat where in sofett Jie mas surrej the ruins of a 
past world, and m its wildest recess find an a«jlum for Jus reception this 
asylum IS the rock bound tallej of Lauterbrunocn 

As the MstA opened upon this delicious solitude— deliaous as succeeding 
It once to the dismal Ubitinth through which we had jiur«ued our way — and 
the morning sun shot lus beams aslant the glaciers, tlie cfllct, both as rcjnrd* 
the scene and ourselves, was almost inag>,nl The wood, which ihriw its Jiafr 
screen betwixt us and Uie village, was not so dense as to mask its sinijde beauts, 
but here and there afTorded an escape for its church, panonsgi., and inn, and 
tlieie, varying tluir position and a«pect as we advaneed, produrid an rireel in 
hcvutiful Innnony with the scene 'flic rush of many waters fell in mingled 
chorus upon the eir, but so faint, and with so little of the audible character 
of “ heidlofig /looils," that the sound had a tr&nquilhunff rtt) cr tliau a 
s’artling tlftct Ilut where, Uicn, was the Staubbachl whose precipice of 
niiK hundred fi.“t takes such exsy precedence among the leaping torrents of 
SwitzcrltiKl ^ TJic Sc.iubh.ich i^as JirectJr in fro it, falling like a roluirt of 
snow Hakes— narrow at top, but widcnmg and waving in its dewnt, and 
changing Ms transparent shower into the most bnliiont hues as the luri prrved 
its fold, and Chcrc impnnted an ins f{Kirttng in the spray Tliough a hft/

Higher up the Lutschinen is the cascade of the ^Grrenbach, falling orer a 
preapice eight hundred feet m height, and forming another magnificent feature 
m the landscape Not long since, a chamois-hunter in pursuit of game slipt 
his hold on this faghtfiil verge, and was precipitated to the bottom, a inntdated 
corse Of all pursuits to which the Alpine peasant devotes his time and 
ingenmtv, that of the chamois hunter is attended with the greatest danger and 
fatigue Few ever relmqmsh it, or die a natuni death. 

The whole valley of X^auterbraonen afibrds abundant evidence of its sudden 
formation by «ome terrible convulsion whicb opened it ns a ereeasse All the 
prominent and «errated edges correspond, and, of again closed, would enter 
into their original poations The torrents which stnpe it on all sides, al<o 
correspond, their coarse being menly lotcmipted by the chasm, and were the 
edges of the precipices hroaght into contact, the channels woold be reunited, 
and the waters, instead of falling in cascades, uould Sow in continuous streams. 
The subject is interestmg, and cannot fad to engage the travellers observation, 
but as our space is hnuted, we can afibrd htdemore than a glance at the almost 
numberless objects which here sohat attenbon ^Vhat the author must onut, 
however, will be amply compensated by the truth and elaborate finish of 
the lUustraUons 

The passage of the TTeogen-Aip into the Grmdelwald is a most interesting 
portion of the tour To tho^e unaccustomed to estimate distances in the Alps, 
the Jungfrau appears as if immediately overhanging the path, and throwing 
every other object into ob<cunty by its vast and vaned brightness, tales entire 
possession of the scene* — a scene which justifies the following apostrophe ■ —

The spirit of Alpine adventure, however, has earned at least one hunter to 
the summit, so that, literally, the Jungfrau is no longer a virgin mountain — 
the * Dian of the waste At short intervals, the sbllncss of the atmosphere 
IS convulsed by sounds like the boom of distant artillery, but occasionally harsher 
as they seem to approach, and then terminate in a crash which stutles the 
echoes, and is prolonged in vanous undulating murmurs among the recesses 
and chasms of the mountain Directing the eye towards the pomt whence the 
sound seems to proceed, we perceive a moving mass resembling tlie foam of a 
suddenly discharged cataract A cloud of snowy spray marks the line and 
impetuosity of its course, and, as it dashes doivnward with the speed of lightning, 
and sweeps every obstacle before it, pyramids of silvery dust and vapour soar 
hero and there from its channel hke sparklmg exhalations These succeed 
one another wherever the shock and struggle between the descending body and 
the rocks in Its course has been most formidable In estimating the rapidity 
with which these sno«y thunderbolts descend, ire might fanev the next minute

We were wetcomed fo the vaFIqr of Gimdelwald by the warbling of too 
\lpiue muses — a strain as wild in modulation as the character of the scenery 
through which it circulated, and very appropriate to the place 

Xhe glaciers of Gnndelwald hare been often descnhed , but the subject is one 
to which, no d^cnption in words, or e\en in painting, can do adequate justice 
We ha\e nothing wherewith to compare the scene, so as to gire it that Tind 
colounng by which those who have not Lad ocular demonstration may recog 
mse Its wild phenomena We refer to our former account of the glaciers of 
Chamouni, in the fint volume of this work 
From llie windows of the inn the eye wanders over the more staking features 
of the scene below, the toerent descends with thundering prcapitation from 
Its source in the icj cavern, the opening to which forms a magnificent arch of 
seventy feet in height Above, the glaaer split into towers and pinnacles and 
sparkling with the sun, merges its sea green ramparts in a wilderness of ever 
lasting snows The pinnacles, so well known under tlie name of horns or 
aiguilles, present an appearance the moat unprecedented to the eye and mind of 
a stranger One of these, a stupendous obelisk, shooting its precipitous and 
tapering form to neatly twelve thousand feet, fringed at its base with forests, and 
encrusted with snow, exerts a sort of fascination over the senses *nd holds the 
«pectator for a tune in mute and breathless contemplation 

With all its splendid features, however, the valley of Grindeluald is not 
“ the happy vallej** which the *' hlinncsmgers” of the Alps have depicted it 
Tlie rigour of winter lasts full seven months, so that the agricultural pursuits, 
<o necessary to the welfare of the inhabitants, are impeded, and their spring 
summer, and autumn, are confined to the short interval of five months Tlie 
vallcv, though considerably wider than that of Lauterbruonen, is still too 
limited m extent and produce for the number of its inhabitants, Tlic dam 
forms their chief dependence , for the liberal ** mother of Iiarvesls, and tiic 
god of the vintage, are alike strangers in the place '^Vilhout these two 
important divinities, it has been said love will find few votanes, but here 
‘ sine Ccrere ct Libero"— the Papluaa goddess, nevertheless, has her tlevolers and 
her temple even among tlie snows To visit his mistrcas of a Saturdaj night 
a youth of Gnndelwald (or in anr part of the Obcriand Demois) will encounter 
all the penis of an Alpine sky— torrent, storm, and avabnehc, and thread h i 
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way to the favoured chalet as unerringly as if he earned a compass, and moved 
along one of Macadam’s best roads These stolen mtemews are concerted 
much in the same manner as in Scotland The fair one, as soon as the rest of 
the family are sleepily disposed of, prepares a cheerful reception for her lover, 
whose arrival is announced by a gentle serenade of— 

Oh! srejetlrepn Ma^gyt

The question, of course, is answered by a gentle whisper that the old folks 
are all as they should he — suspecting nothing, or fast asleep , and then, stepping

for when is a mother deaf to the voice of her child ^ ** It was nothing,’ she

Among numerous examples of the dangers by which the inhabitants of these 
regions are beset, even in the occupations of daily life, the following fact may 
be recorded Chrutopher Bohreo, the inn keeper at Gnndelwald, having occa 
Sion to cross the glaaer situated between the 'Wetterbom and Alettesbeig, was 
considerably advanced on his way, when the ice beneath him suddenly breaking, 
he was plunged to a depth of six^ four feet, ^ith his arm broken, and 
wnst dislocated by die faU, he bad still sufficient presence of mind to make 
some exertion for his preservahon Stunned, and half fiozen, he groped about 
him, and in the bottom of his icy prison discovered a timnel through which the 
melted waters of the glaaer bad forced an outlet. Insmuatmg himself into 
this canal, he advanced painfully, and despairing of ever again beholding the 
light. The warmth of life was fast yielding to the deadly chill of the cavern in 
which, to all appearance, he was doomed to perish Eveiy *tep he advanced 
on his knees and elbow, (for of the latter be had but one left,) threw a keener 
pang into his heart, and the mingled gargbng, rushing, and Imklmg sound of 
the deeply channelled waters, sounded in his ear hke a homd dirge that pio- 
nounced his wife a widow, and bis children fatherless* This very thought, 
however, ivas probably the cause of his redoubled exertion, and made the 
agony of fear the beginning of hope, for when he had crawled along the 
current for about twenty fathoms, he suddenly emeigcd into the light of day. 

The torrent had there its issue, and the captive, following its direction, was 
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speedily restored to the world, and lived many 3 ears after to narrate the circum- 
stances of his miraculous escape.*

* The Valley of Meyrmghen — or more properly that of Hash, of which 
Meyrmghen is the capital — comprises an extent of five leagues or upwards, 
and boasts of a population whose appearance and character are osentnlly 
different from those of their neighhoors A tradition exists similar to that 
affuefed to in our account of Scbv^(z, whtch describes the ongmaf colony as 
of Swedish origin This tradition is further strengthened by a supposed affinity 
between the two languages, and by the physical and moral distmctions to which 
they lay claim That they are of foreign descent, and not ohongines, is rendered 
more than probable from various concumng testimony The men of Hash 
are a singularly fine race, and in stature, expression, and deportment, haie not 
degenerated from their heroic ancestry They maintain a high credit among 
the surrounding cantons for the masculine virtues, patnotism, courage, honour, 
and mtrepidity, ns well as the more domestic quohnes of candour, henevolenee,

Tiic Valley of Entlibuth, through urhich \Te approach the ancient capital of 
LuccrU] 13 composed of several lateral branches, and inhabited by tv rate of 
people distinct in many respects from tbeix neighbours, but remarhable for 
their fine stature, natural vivacity, and love of independence They are fond 
of music and the dance, and famous in those gymnastic exercises to nluch «8 
lately adverted On the first Monday m liCnt, the village minstrels sing or recite 
a variety of ballads, into which every arousing or ludicrous event of tlio preceding 
jear IS grotesquely introduced The custom is very ancient, and is no bad 
vehicle of morality as well as mirth These rural bards are the satirists os well

sumamed the “ Invincible He earned o£P the palm m his eighteenth year, 
and never, dnnng the space of thirty years, found either his master or his equal 
At the end of this long career, he repo^d Upon his laurels, and left the nng 
and its glory to younger men 

As we advance, the scene soilens, expands, and presents an infinity of rich 
and vanegated landscape — YesUges of feudal sway, crowned hy the monuments 
of freedom — a fertile land, a healthy population, and the pleasing indications of 
extending trade and increasmg prospeci^, meet us at every turn 

History afFords us httle insight as to the antiquity of J ucem Its ongin is 
stili a subject of conjecture among the learned, although generally admitted 
to owe Its name to the Latin synonyme of Lucema — a sort of Pharos by which, 
in remote times, the boatmen on the lake were enabled to direct their course 
About the end of the seventh century, a chief of the country, named Wichhard, 
founded a coment on the neighbouring height, around which a town gradually 
sprang up, and, from the local circumstance above stated, took the name of 
Lucern The convent and town were afterwards presented by Pepm le Bref to 
the abbots of JIurbach, in Alsace, by wbom they were sold at tlie end of the 
thirteenth centuiy to the house of Hapsbutg, already conspicuous m the political 
honaon of the country In the early part of the next century, howeicr, the 
rigours of Austnau donunation became so insupportable, that the inhabitants 
of Lucern, fay entering into a political compact 'vifh the three first cantons 
laid the foundation of that independence, whicli, after long wars and much 
waste of life, was happily secured to their posterity But scarcely had they 
tasted the first fruits of their new bberty, when a conspiracy, known in historj 
as the mord nackl, or murder night, threatened once more to nvet tlieir chains 
and reinstate the discarded chief 

Tlie principal famibes in Che town, while professing an outwanl Joi e of freedom, 
were secretly laying plans for its destruction ’When these had arrived at full 
matuntj, they fixed a night for the final execution of their murderous design, 
in which all the influential fnends of liberty were to haie been cut off Provi- 
dence, however, prepared a diflercnt result, hy which the dagger of llic assassins 
Mis turned agntnst their own breast As the appointed night closed in, the 
leaders of the plot, having secretly armed issued from their diflcrcnt homes 
and assembled m a cave near the margin of tlie lake, and under the club*room 
fiequented by the incorporated trade of tailors Hero tlie apparent securiiy 
of tlie pheo rendenog them Jess cautious in conccriing the first steps of tl eir 
proceeding, they were overheard by a boj, who happened to be pas«ii g I v at 
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the tune, and stopped to listen The lad was soon detected, and would have been 
instantly put to death, had not the alternative offered of inahing him solemnly 
s^^ea^ never to re\eal to mortal ear wliat he had there seen or heard 

The joutb, thus dismissed, hut alarmed at the mysterious aspect of these 
nien — the arms winch they wore, and the words that escaped them — entered 
1 room belonging to the fraternity of butchers, where several of the townsmen 
were still dnnljng and playing He hesitated for some time, till, recollecting 
that the oath hj which he was hound was, that he should never reveal what he 
had seen or heard to mortal ear,* he turned himself round, and addressing 
the stove in the room, detaded every circumstance of what be had seen and 
heard Horror struck at the recital, the facts were mstantly communicated 
bj those present to their companions, and rushing with an armed force to the 
spot, they seized the conspirators, invoked tlie help of Unterwalden, and at 
length cscluding the higher aristocracy from ever^ share in the councils, cupelled 
them from the city they had formerly governed 

The victory of Sempach, to which the Lucerners contributed so efTcctually 
in 1380, gave stability to thcic independence In thirty jears more they took 
entire possession of the territory which now forms the canton, and in 1 479, 
bought up all the feudal rights which the canons of St Lcger-— the conient 
alreadj mentioned— had prcnously exercised over the citizens Trom that period 
the goiemment passed, by slow degrees, into the hands of a few patncian 
families, and the rural districts, with their inhabitants, became subject to the 
town This oligarchy, against which the citizens re\olted in 17C1, continued 
in force till the close of the eighteenth century 

On the thirty first of January, 1798, before any other of the confederate 
states had adopted a similar step, Uie government of Lucem made the volun- 
taijj proposition to establish a new constitution based on tlie eijuahtv of 
poliliciJ ngl.u. Very .hoilly nKcr I,„„m ncceptcd tiro new consu- 

^tton rawn up Iiy the Trench rcpuhhc, ami forced upon the uiutcd cantons 
On ttic ttnrliclh of Apnl, the temtory was entered hy the military force of 
le sma cantons, and the following day a detachment of French troops took 
poswMion o t ic town, winch ivas laid tmder heavy contributions, and compelled 
to defray all the expenses of tlie war

In Seplcml>er of the wine year, Lucem became the sent of the now Helvetic 
goiemmcnt, ly wluch great expenses were incurred Iwice, at a later penod 
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of that eventful cn'is, Lucem was mandated with French troop*, and formed 
one of the central points where the ovil war raged with such violence m ISO?, 
and occasioned so many unheard of sacrifices At length, m 1813, Lucern, 
like the rest of the Confetlcracr, reaped the benefit of the great pohtieal 
changes at that period achieved, and returned without agitation to its former 
condition 

The sovereign power resides m a DaQ} Council of thirty «ix members, and 
in another of sixty four, with an ato^er at their head, who are elected for life , 
and the government, composed of these two councils, is styled, “ Th“ Avover 
and Council-of-ITundred of the town and republic of Lucern ” The Cooneii 
of Hundred meets regularly three bmes a year, or oftener, as the Daily Council 
may require The established religion is the Catholic, subject in ecclesiastical 
matters to the see of Basle and Solcure The monastic establishments are 
numcroua , that of St Urban was founded m 1 US The knights of Malta have 
a chapter at Hbhenrein, and at Reiden, and latterlj the Protestants have 
been allowed a church and pastor in the town, which is the residence of the 
Popes nuncio It is worth notice that, la the convent of Berominoh, sear 
Lifters, LUas de LauSes established a prmting press in 1-170, the first 
known in Switzerland Here Ulnc Genog, attached to the convent, learned 
the mysterious art, and afterward» proceeded to Pam, where he eaercised his 
talent from 1472 to 1310 For a long tune he made a secret of his art the 
first books pnnted in France is»ued from bis press 

The town of Lucern, built nbere the impetuous Keuss issues from the lai.», 
ishighlj picturesque, and contains several remarkable edifices — among which may 
be mentioned the anci-^nt Town bouse, the Cathedral, the Church of the Jesmts, 
the Arsenal, Theatre, Lyceum, and the great Hospital The cathedral boasts 
a very precious horde of relics , and besides several paintings br good masters, 
has a splendid oigao containing Ltlle short of three thousand pipe* some of 
them thirty-seven feet high But the three bridges, built for the conremenee of 
pedestnans, are, perhaps the greatest cunosittes to a stranger TheHof bnieke, 
thirteen huidrcd and eighty feet in Iimgth, is considered the ino«t striking in 
Switzerland, as to extent and appeajtance, and is covered mth illustrations of 
*3crcd history Another comprises all the important events from the first 
down of liberty downwards, faithfully Tepresented in oil-colours, and tendii g 
to keep alive among the vouth a knowledge of their heroic annals, and a spint 
of independence A third bridge is embellished with pictures from Holbein’s 
Dancc-ofDcnth, and a fourth, apparently of great antiquity and uncovered 
N'ear the centre of the second bridge, CDnsecratcd to the exploits of naUve 
TOt, •• rr 
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history, is an ancient toner, called the Wasscr-tliurm, and, like that at Zunch, 
used formerly perhaps as a pnson. 

Tlie town is surrounded by chanmng walks, which command every ^a^lc^} 
of alpine landscape, while the lake, expanding before it like a mirror, is an 
object of which the eye is never wcarj. Boats on the margin, m the olBng, and 
just in sight — each wnth its merchandize or party of pleasure — give beauty and 
animation to its glassy surface, where, like the ** swans in St Mary’s lake,” each 
boat floats double— boat and shadow The Reu«s as it quits the lake, at torrent- 
speed and in great volume, shows its waters of a bright limpid green All the 
nvers where they empty themselves into the Swiss lakes — more particularly the 
Rhone and the Rlune — are less or more discoloured, wlulc the lakes tlieraselies 
are perfectly transparent. Tbc Rhone, on leaving the lake of Geneva, is of a 
deep blue tint— the Rhine, as it quits the lake of Constance, of a deeper green 
—while the Aar and tlie Limmat, as they issue from the lakes of Tliun and 
Zurich, are nearly colourless 

The market of Lucern is one of the largest in Switzerland, as it is meant to 
supply the pastoral cantons of Un and Unterwaldeo mih wheat, rye, barlej, 
and oats, which are readily bought up and transported in boats across the lake 
to Fluelen The canton, however, does bttle more than raise com sufficient 
for home consumption, but it is amply supphed from the granaries of Argau 
Tlie fcuit and vegetable markets are various and abundant, and from the female 
peasantry who attend this departmeat, the stranger will have the best oppor- 
tumty of estimating the native beauty and picturesque costume for which they 
are celebrated 


Among the more frequented places of resort in the immediate neighbourhood, 
IS the garden of General PfyfTer, containing the fine monument erected to the 
memory of the Swiss guards, who fell m defence of the TuiUeries, on the lOtli 
of August, li9^ It IS hews out of a solid rock, and represents a dying hon, 
the anow still in the wound, and seeming, even in the agonies of death, to pro- 
tect the emblem of France— the insulted fiear de In The design was furnished 
~ onva «en, slightly improved from another recommended by the veteran 
PfjITer, and sent to Rome Ibi hn, apptofd tVhen the model returned to 
SwiKerlaud. the ereeufou ™ entnu,tcd to M Ahoru of Constance, mho 
enishrf « in eighteen months, and rcceited fifty thousand francs — two thousand 
pound, stcr^g-for h„ lahonr The hon „ te.nty-cght feet m length, hy 
eghteen m he.ght, and a, a eolo.ml worl of art, does honour to the sculptor 
Omturng vanou, other oh,eeu for the present, rre proceed „.th a sort ol 
hero.c rmpnlse on a p.lgr.mage the field of Semp.eh '-a name rvh.eh tl.e 
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tune, having concentrated his forces and lecen ed into his sernce many dj«tin 
guished knights and auxiliaries, directed his march upon Sempach “ I iviU 
first,” said he, “ chastise those rehelbous citizens with a rod of iron, and th‘“n 
carr^ my arms into Lucem ” 


When he came withiR view of Sempach, however, the standards of the Con- 
federates were already planted on the heights, and their defenders read} for the 
charge This was an unexpected sight, hut, goaded on by revenge and his 
natural impetuosity, I/>opold determined to make the attack forthivith As 
the infantry had not yet come up, and apprehensive lest his caialrj, from the 
nature of the ground, should he thrown into confusiou, he ordered his horsemen 
to dismount to the number of several thousands This done, he formed them 
into dense columns, whose semed spears and polished mad presented a wall 
of iron, and commanded them to charge the Confederates An electric shout 
responded to the word, and an easy victory seemed to await them, hut the 
exulting shouts of the nohles were gravely checked by the baron Ilassenburg, 
who better knew the men with whom they had to contend “ Pnde»" said he, 
“ will here avad us nothing— it wdl be time enough to proclaim the victory when 
it IS won A strong arm is better than stroug language ” ** But liere,’ added 
Leopold impassionately, “ here wall I conquer or die’’ And with these words, 
they made an impetuous charge upon the Confederates, who received the shock 
on their impenetrable phalanx without receding a step 

Their entire force did not exceed one thousand four hundred men, and tl c»c 
very indifiVrcntly armed m comparison of the steel clad veterans to whom they 


were opposed. The combat was maintained for some tunc with desperate courage, 
they frit one hy one, not unavenged— but still with fearful havoc on the part 
of the half armed Swiss, upon whom the heavy mass of their opponents pressed 
vnth deadly clTect They were discouraged Already some fmit symptoms of 
wavcnng were manifested, when a voice like thunder restored them to courage, 
stemmed the tide tint was now setting so strongly in upon

For a lime the cncmj maintained their ground with the courage of despe- 
rauon, hut the “ wolves were in tlie fold/ and that hrilhant armour which 
shone so proudly m the sun, and in the distance proclaimed its wearer innil- 
nerahle, was now rather an incumbrance than a defence The mtense heat of 
July, the more intense fury of battle, and the redoubled blows of the Co^e- 
derates. now insp red by victory, cenered the ground with noble The 

spears and lances of the (Lsmounted cavahers were dl matched with the brawny 
arms and iron clubs of tbe Swiss Their bmised helmets, gaping i^, 
and shivered spears, gave fearful tesbmony to the fierceness of the combat. 
Already five hundred knights, who but that memmg had bucUed on iheir 
burnished harness, exulting m the thoughts of triumph, lay bleeding at the feet 
of those peasants Uiey had so despised A thousand more dyed ^eir plum« m 
blood Panic at length umtwl on rendermg the prowess of the Swi&. complete 
Leopold, as he strove to tally his discomfited squadron, thought of ha father 
and the field of Morgarten Tbe shades of his ancestors rose before his ey«, 
and «eeraed to upbraid him with the davs dn-aster. “ Avenge us'" they med, 
and Leopold rushed with frantic courage luto the thickest of the ntJee Thnce 
tbe banner of Austria waved in the van, and thnce it was rolled m blo^ 
The nobles who devoted their Lves to the duke, dropt one by one from his 
side Still the distmctiTB plume of Austria proclaimed the presence cf 
chief, but this day the peacock* was to bow its proud crest to the Alpine

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vulture. One of the last staunch survivors of lib ill-fated stafl*, well aware that 
the fate of the day w’as scaled, implored his sovereign to embrace the only 
alternative left, and to fly. “Never!” ejKlaimed Leopold— “ never will I 
survive the gallant friends who have Uiis day shed their blood for me !” Scarcely 
were the words uttered, when the heroic Leopold, struck down by a club of Uri, 
sealed the resolution with hia blood. The rout was now complete, and the 
Austrians, weighed down with their cumbrous armour, fled towards their horses. 
But it was too late — the valets, in whose charge the horses had been left, 
observing the rush of retreat, had mounted, and, making the best of their way 
from the field, left their masters to the fury of their pursuers. But whether 
this was a preconcerted scheme on the part of Leopold to inspire a more deter- 
mined hardihood hy rendering flight hopeless — or whether it was the spontaneous 
impulse of those in attendance, is not known. The consequences were the same. 
Hundreds of the counts, barons, and kiughts of Swabia, Aargau, and the Tyrol, 
with a Lost of retainers perished in the retreat. The standard of ScbafTliausen, 
though defended with their last breath by a chosen band of nobles and citizens, 
added to the trophies of the day. The standard-bearer of Lenzberg, Werner of 
Lo, end the chief magistrates of Aargau end Zoflngen, with their intrepid 
followers, were left dead on the field. The latter, the evoyer of Zofingen, 
seeing Ms doom was fixed, in an agony of despair tore the city banner into 
shreds, so that no hostile hand might ever wave it as a trophy. This resolution 
seemed even to survive the stroke of death ; for when animation had fled, and 
Ms hand could no longer perform its office, the staff of the banner was found 
firmly clenched between Ms teeth. The citizens of MelUngen and Bremgarten 
combated with the same desperate but fruitless valour j for, like a torrent 
suddenly bursting from their native rocks, tlm strength of the Confederates 
overpowered all resistance, and, although but as one to ten,* the shout that 
proved them invincible proclaimed them free. 

Such was the battle of Sempach, wMch the unparalleled devotion of 
Winkclned converted from a doubtful stru^le into a complete triumph.f

A few jears ago, a melancholy and mystenom event, m immediate reference 
to the person of its first magistrate, threw a deep gloom over Lucern The 
aiojer of the canton, M Keller, while passing the manth of June at hts 
country scat, wont one morning to visit a fnend m his neighbourhood On 
lus return homo in the evening, the weather became stormy, and a good deal 
of rain fell M KcUcr was on foot, accompanied by his two daughters, who 
being apprehensive of*the consequences upon l»s debcate state of bcaltli, at 
their earnest solicitation he quickened his pace m order to. gam shelter The 
distance was not great, and the )oung ladies followed him with the pleasing 
conviction that be would speedily reach home Wien ihe^ arrived, however, 
and inquired if their father had changed his dress, Uicy were thrown into the 
greatest alarm on being told by the servants that he Lad not been seen ! The 
most distressing apprehensions were instantly awakened , diligent search 
was made along the toad, but the night passed away without eliciting any 
thing to soothe the agonized state of mind under which thej laboured Tlie 
messengers returned, but with no information that could relieve the suspense 
of the unliapp) family TJic path* was bordered by precipices, and it was 
conjectured Utat he might there have made a fatxd step, for m Switzerland, 
as the reader is aware, these mounlain roads arc often obliterated by sudden 
torrents , but of ibis, in the present instance. Ins daughters who followed him 
observed no particular danger The search was renewed, and the melanehoJj 
conjecture was too soon realircd, for, on exploring this wild lecalitj, the body 
of the nioycr was found, lacerated and disfigured, in ibe bottom of a chasm 
and when taken out, presented an appearance which, in the mind* of some 
ptcwni, cscucd a i>crsuasion that the srorthy magislnte had been waj Uid 
and ftasassinalcd 
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It appears that, a short time previous to this event, a band of robbers had 
been captured in the environs of Zurich, the chief of wliom uas a female, 
named Clara Wendel, well Icnonm in Lueem, and the terror of its rural popu- 
lation. Tliis abandoned female charged two magistrates of Lueem with having 
engaged herself and her troop to assassinate M. Keller. The individuals thus 
accused were men of the liighest reputation — both upwards of sixty, and 
fathers of families. Tliey were immediately apprehended on the charge, and 
transferred to the prison of Zurich, to be there confronted with their accusers. 
The brigands, though supporting for a time tlic charge by numerous circum- 
stances that gave it an air of probability, prevaricated so much at last that the 
accused were allowed to return home, there to remain under private arrest 
till the trial was concluded. ‘A long period of restraint and seclusion elapsfed 
before this could he effected; but at length, on the 2d of September, 1826, 
they were fully aetjuitted of every part of the charge, and restored to their 
families, but without any compensation whatever for the sacrifice they had 
made. Clara Wcndel confessed that the whole charge, was got up hy herself 
and band without the slightest foundation ; but nothing could induce her to 
reveal the names of those at whose instigation she had lent herself to tho plot. 
She was sentenced to pay the costs of the proceeding, •which were enormous, 
hut such, nevertheless, as the &uiu of former robberies enabled her to defray 
without inconvenience.* 

Tlie mountains entitled to especial notice in this neighbourhood are tlie 
Ilighi, belonging to Schwyz, and the Pilatus. The first of these is justly 
celebrated; and to contemplate the splendid panorama which the Righi-culm 
or summit commands, is an object of never-failing ambition with all who visit 
Lucern or the banks of its lake. The four points from which the ascent may 
be accomplished, arc from Goldau, Art, AVeggis.f and Kusnacht— but of 
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these the first pre<cnt3 the greatest faciht}, and the most agreeable objects 
\fter 1 walh of three hours, we reach a small valley, ^Ylth a chapel dedicated to 
our I<adj-of the Snow, where several resident capuchins perform religious cere 
oionits, which are the means of attracting a coouuiied concourse of pflgiinis duniig 
tlie fine «eason In 1719, it was found necessary to enlwgc this chapel, <o as to 
keep it ID proportion with the uiCTeasing sanctity Here, on the Sth of Sep 
tember, the birth-da) of the Virgin is celebrated with all po«'ihle ceremony , 
at wh,ch a vast concourse from the neighbouring rUlage«, and often from a great 
distance, appear in hobdaj costume AVhen the ueather is propitious, the scene 
IS one of the most miposuig to be met inth ui any part of Switzerland On 
tbe 22d of July and 10th of August — the fetes, respectively, of Ste Magdalene 
and St I^wrcncc — festnals are celebrated id their honour by the shepherds at 
ahich rural dances and gymnasuc games form the great attractions of the day 

Prom the chapel to the suinnut of the mountain, the distance mav be ciaifr 
accomplished in an hour The most auspicious moment for enjoy mg Uie view 
in perfection, is about half an hour before suimse, when the morning vapours 
ha\e not yet risen to obscure the magnificent picture which hero develops 
itself in many wondrous combmatioca —

landmarks in the scene — sails, half m shade and half in sunslune, skimimng the 
likes with their rural produce and population — the alpine horn, pealing its 
signals from the pastoral around — the pilgrim troop, with solemn chaunt and 

motley costume, bringing their donabons to the confessional of Our Lady 
the screams of the vulture in pursuit of his prey, and many other “ sights and 
sounds which it would he tedious to enumerate, strike tlie eye and imagination 
of a stranger so forcibly, that he feels for a bme as if transported into the 
mysteries of a new world 

Towards the south, the view assumes an indescribable sublimity Tlie summit 
of the snowy alps of Unterwald, Un, Glins, and the Gnsons, present themselves 
in gigantic detail, and in the foreground of the picture, Mount Pilate, with its 
fabled lal e and mysterious cloud, recalls the legend of supersbtion On tins 
side of the Kiglu the climate is ahundmtly marked by its products, the fig» 
the almond, and chestnut, tlinve along tlie shore of the lake, rare alpine plants 
afford a nch harvest to the botanist among the acclintics, while the geologist 
obser\cs at eierj few steps some interesting matcnils for study The Bigln 
IS composed of alternate layers of clay and conghmerate, calcareous stone being 
only observed on the south west Hank, hut to this department wc have already 
bnefly adverted in our account of the destruebon of Goldaii * On Uie side 
overhanging the lake of Zug is a tremendous precipice, upw irds of four thou- 
Sind feet perpendicular, where, a few years since, a melancholy catastrophe 
took phee, which the guides never fail to narrate with every appalling circura 
stance Trom this verge, indeed

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till about the close of tbc sixteenth century that this superstition lost 
ground, in consequence of an experiment made by a number of individuals who 
took upon them to exorcise the spirit of the lake. For this purpose they 
ascended in a body, performed several cautionary ceremonies on its brink, and 
being well armed with proof-charms against nil enchantments, grew at last so 
bold as to hurl entire mas<!cs of stone into the water, and even irith still greater 
hardihood to swim across it, ivitliout the least expression of resentment from 
the spirit of Pontius Pilate 1 From this time the storms on the Bnmdeln-Alp 
have been assigned to more natural causes. 

Besides a very extraordinary echo, with which the shepherds are familiar, 
this alp contains two remarkable caiems. The first of these, the Mondmilch- 
loch, or grotto of the moon, is of easy access, and in the entrance divides into 
two branches. A stream of water at the lowest temperature issues from it with 
a peculiar sound, not unlike that produced by water when rapidly propelled 
through a metallic tube. It contains a great quantity of mineral agaric, or 
marly earth, known in the country as Mondmilch, or moon-milk; and hence 
the name of the grotto. The other ca\em, long known as the grotto of 
St. Dominic, is situated in the upper part of a vertical wall of rock, rising 
above the adjoining pasture to the height of twelve hundred feet. The only 
means of exploring thb mysterious recess, is to secure the adventurer by strong 
ropes, and lower him from the top to a depth of three hundred feet, a method 
attended with such imminent danger as to have long deterred the boldest 
hunters from risking the experiment. At the entrance of this aenal mansion, 
13 the appearance of a statue resting on a table, and by the learned of former 
days, supposed to be the work of the Romans, or of some magic chisel. This 
illusion, however, bke the legend already described, has been dissipated by a 
recent adventurer,* and divested of all its poetical associations—

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Crossing Uie lake from Arinkcl to tlicTinage of Staiustadt ,• we continue in the 
same route to Stantz— the capital of this division of Unterwald— wluch will offer 
sufficient inducement to the tounst for a few hours' Iialt It had a fearful 
role assigned to it in the sanguinary conflict of the late revolution. Tiie town 
IS charmingly situated in a beautiful pastoral lalley , and with an air of tranquil 
lity and seclusion iihich makes an impression upon the most indifferent observer 
Among the chief objects of interest m the town is the statue of "Winkelned, 
whose ancient habitation, in an adjoining metdow, is still venerated in memory 
of Its heroic master, and now belongs to the Traclisler family The next object 
that speaks of the olden time is the Town house, m which, as we have already 
desenbed.t the holy Nicholas von der Flue so happily appeased the dissensions 
of his countrymen A painting, by 'Wolmar, represents the hermit taking 
leave of his vnk and family, m order to devote his future days to rehgious 
ahstinenee and retirement m one of his native wilds, from which he afterwards 
eme^ed, like an especial messenger sent by heaven, to spare the effusion

Stantz sUll retains some meUncholy traces of the revolutionary fury which, 
in 1798, more particularly manifested itself in the smaller cantons In Sep-

From Siantz to Samen the scenery may be considered rather tame than 
sinking— tame in comparison with what wc Itavc already described, Samen, 
the capital of the upper, as Stantz is of the lower, district of the canton, 
18 delightfuBy situated at the northern extremity of the lake, the hanks of 
which are gracefully interspersed with hamlets, cottages, and villas Tlie town 
18 well huilt, and on the lull immediately above are seen the ruins of the castle 
of Landcnberg, taken by stratagem in ISOS, as described in the present svork'f' 
It 18 now converted to an arsenal, and serves also as a place for asserahbng the 
landsgemeinde, or cantonal “ parliament ” The view over the valley is exceed- 
ingly interesting from this point Like Stantz, the town of Sarnen contains 
three large monastic estabbshments. The public buildings display considerable 
elegance, the pansb church is handsome, and the town-house contains a nume- 
rous list of lustorical portraits

After quitting Sarnen, we advance tlirougU a succession of magnificent forest 
scenery, tiU we teach the first stage of the Brumg— mth Mount Pilate in the 
rear wjen suddenly the delicious lahe of Lungemt is seen expanding its 
glittering ii.ters at cur feet Hus ,s one of the most exq.usite spots in 
Siiltectland a complete fairy scene, so deep its aeclision— so perfectly heau- 
tiful m character— and on three sides emhajed by richly wooded mounlams 
or rather mountain summits, for one of its rematkahle features is, that .t ,s 
situated on Uie mountain-at an eleaation of two thousand three hundred and

hen seen to advantage — such as it now appears from the point selected 
by hlr Bartlett— tins lake forms a picture rarely to be matched in beauty, 
and scarcely to be surpassed in subhnuty It is in speaking of such scenes 
as tins that ** the language of enthusiasm is the language of truth Tlie village 
of Lungem, the last of the canton, contains a good inn, with an air of great 
order and cleanliness The houses are faced with small pieces of wood paintecl 
to resemble the scales of fish Tlie canal, excavated for the pirtial drainage of 
the lake, is about two hundred and twelve fiithems long, and hollowed out of 
the calcareous rock 

A boundary stone on the summit of the Drunig marks the conterminous 
frontiers of Bern and Untenvald, and a short walk fartlier brings us once more 
among the unnralled scenery of the Oberlaod In respect to the Wetterhom 
just mentioned, there had long been a favounte tradition that it contained a 
rich vein of gold ore Stimulated by tlus belief, a mine was partially opened, 
about forty years ago , but the skill of the miners being neutrahzed by their 
superstition, the work was soon abandoned as a violation of the sanctuaiy m 
which the spirits of the mountain held their orgies %VheneTer, it is said 
the miners pickaxe struck the rock, the stroke was answered by some lavisfble 
hand Sometimes, too, the workmen were assailed by showers of stones — 
sometimes the murmur of disapprobation was whispered ominously through 
the crevices — while the labour of the longest day was often so completely 
frustrated diuing the night, that when they returned in the monung the miners 
found the r excavations carefully filled up I Flesh and blood could not endure 
tins, so a resolution was unanimously passed to eosveede the pcait lathes thaw 
incur the numerous risks of a spiritual warfare To this, however, it was 
objected by a per«on m authority, that as they had hitherto teen notliing, they 
would he greatly to blame if they abandoned a nch booty, merely because they

und Zwanzigste Fehruar, the well known tragedy by "Werner Here, during 
the long winter months, the only sounds to he heard arc tlio ” howling of 
iiolrcs, the screaming of eagles, the croak of alpme raaens, the thunder of the 
glaciers, the rush of cataracts, or the fitful roar of the tempest 

Continuing to retrace our steps, the road passes otcr tlic rums of a fallen 
tnoualain, and suhsequcntly over the traces of an nialnnthe, which, in 17S2, 
detached itself fiom the Rindorhom We bow proceed by the route already 
desenhed, and mounting the neh pastoral talley of the Siminen, enter the 
territory of Fnbourg 


CANTONS or FRIBOURG AND VAUD

The Canton of Fribourg is nearly surrounded by the ternfones of Vaud 
and Bern and in its greatest extent about fourteen leagues long, by eleven 
broad The southern district is traversed by two chains of mountains, one of 
which forms part of the Jura, and the other part of the Bernese Alps Towards 
the north, the mountains, gradually dmuoishing, sink into gentle acchvities, and 
these into plains of some extent, which produce excellent wheat The lughest 
mountains of the canton— none of which exceed six thousand two hundred 
feet above the sea, are those situated near Gruyeres , thej have, consequently, 
^ glaciers, and, hke the Jura, lose their snows m summer The lake of 
euchatel, already described, borders the canton to the extent of three leagues , 
The 1 e ght of the Chemmi u »u tboussnd o nr hundred end e gl ty Sie feet ibore the sea. 
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and the ** lustonc lahc of hXonit, hhe the precedjn^, belongs only in part 
Fribourg^ Besides these, the Schsrartzsee, the Seedorf, and the Luchj — t 
first ^th biths, much Bequented by invalids — add many picturesque featur 
to the landscape The pniieipal nrers are the Sanne, the Broye, the Joigu 
the Singine, the Veraise, and the Genne Various mineral waters — ar 
particularly the sulphureous vpnngs of Bonn, neir the capital, are la hig 
repute, but m this respect Fribourgis much less prolific than her neighbour 
No metafile veins have yet been discovered, but in the prefecture of Gruyere 
salt mines have heen found which are supposed to commvTucats with th 
famous mines of Bex * The native quames are abundant, and supply ai 
excellent stone fur huilding One of the pnncipal occupations of the mhabi 
tants IS the manai^eniezit of their meadon-s, ameiuitmg to upwards of sixty su 
thousand acres j-f but the great source of profit is the mountain pasturage, which 
without calculating other stoeV, feedU upwards of twelve thousand rniTL cows 
According to calculation, each of these cows— from the fifreeath of Mar tfil the 
ninth of October, the full pasturage season — produces, on an average, two 
hundred pounds’ iveight of cheese, yielding thus a product of seven hundred 
and smy-eight thousand francs TTie famous Grujeres djee«e » made m 
the chain of mountains between the Bernese temtoiy of Schwartxenbourg and 
the districts of Vevey and Aigle The proprietors of the lowland distncbj are 
in the habit of letting their rows to the herdsmen of the Alp«, for the *eason, 
at about thuty Swiss lirres a head Besides the pursuit of ngneultnre, which 
IS held in honour among tne people, they cuJovate a great variety of fruits, 
from which they extract a peculiar juice by boiling, much U'sed m the baking 
of cakes and confectionary Cherries are used in the high grounds for the dis- 
tilhng of Kirschwasser, and in the lower, tobacco plantations are 'o extensive 
as to hare rendered that article an important branch of exportabon The 
potato has long heen in very general use as a wholesome esculent The nne 
occupies but a vetv small portion of the soJ^not above six hundred acres, it

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Tlic rnbxirghcrs are not a commercial people. Tliej prefer moderate gams 
to the most profitable speculation, and generally transmit to posterity unim- 
paired, if not improved, what thej have rcccncd by inheritance That part of 
the population who speak French, show a much greater partiality, or aptitude 
for trade than the Germans, who rarely embark in that uncertain stream 
Their maxim is — little gam and sure Agriculture, as already stated, occupies 
the lower distncts,* which are very fertile, whilst the hilly country is entirely taken 
up with the breeding of cattle and the manufacture of clicese and butter, which 
always insure a ready market During tlie dull months of winter, the plaiting 
of straw IS a considerable source of rural industry The exports are cattle, 
butter, cheese, sawed timber and vine props for the neighbouring cantons, raw 
and tanned hides, &c The town of Fnbourg his manufactures of bats, lace, glass, 
cards, cotton and clotli, of which the red passes for the finest dye in Switzerland 
The appearance of botli men and women is generally favourable — often 
prepossessmg — and with an elegant figure, for which they enjoy a hereditary 
reputation Though excess in wine is by no means uncommon, enroes are 
still rare among them In their manners, however, they are only beginning to 
make advances towards modem refinement, and stiU cxlubit in their domestie 
habits, pastimes, and prejudices, the rude features of their ancestors The 
pubbe festivals are not numerous, but are oftener celebrated in the cabarets than 


in the open air Of these cafes, or cabarets, the city of Fnbourg alone possesses 
upwards of a hundred— a symptom by no means favourable to the growth of 
morality Mamages are celebrated by public dances, which are continued tvnee 
a week during carnival , but tlie great national fete takes place in autumn, and 
is called the Consecration of the Dance, or “solemn opening of tlie balls that are 
to eleven the winter This fete continues three days ninmng— Sunday, Jlonday, 
and Tuesday , but the ball is not allowed to be kept up later than eight o clock 
in t e evening The years defile amount to about a hundred annually, 
including Sundays and Saints -days An old custom, once very general m 
the canton is still observed at Estavayer, namely-that of singing on the 
Place de Moudon national songs, or rondos, known under the name of coraouUs 
In one of these, the subject is the marriage of a very poor couple, and to 
console the bride, who is quite m tears at the sight of the misery in which 
she finds her husband, the latter repeats to her tins consohng burthen—

Tlie city of Tribourg alone contains ten monastic csLablishmcnts — the whole 
canton nine monastenes, and seven nunneries, «onic of which arc famous 
in history, and still attract multitudes of pilgrims • The College of Fribourg 
IS a vast edifice, and sufficiently known as a theological seminary Every 
commune of this canton has an elementaty school, and every town, even 
the smallest, its hospital — that of the capital is on a very large scale With 
these ample provisions for the poor and afllictcd, the liahit of mendicity, once 
so general in the town, is nearly abolished In cstablisliments of this kind, 
however, it must he admitted that tlie German districts arc considerably behmd 
the others In pomt of style and situation, the city of Pnbourg is one of the 
most romantic in Europe, and certainly the most striking m Switzerland 
The great number of its convents, towers, spires, and churches, rising one 
above the other, and overhanging the nver Sarmc, which flows at the bottom 
of a perpendicular wall of rock— its walls flanked with towers— presents an 
appearance quite novel to the spectator The houses enclose numerous gardens, 
and even vmeyards, and the streets are embellished wiUi at hast twenty eight 
or tlurty fountains The streets ace steep, the buddings of an antique and 
often grotesque appearance, and surmounted by the great tower of the cathedral 
The town house is built where stood in ancient times the palace of the dukes 
of Zannghen The great linden tree, planted in H76, m commemoration of 
the battle of Moral, or according to others, as far back as 1179, by Berch 
told IV , IS a vegetable prodigy Several centuries after, it is said, when much 
decayed, it was accidentally set fire to on a fete-day, when the great quantity of 
water with which it was then inundated, made it renew its jouth, and throw 
out fresh shoots But m 1818, a waterspout injured it so materially, that 
Its branches now require to be supported It is still a great cunosity, and held 
in high veneration by the inhabitants The cathedral was founded m 12SS — 
the tower of which, three hundred and fifiy six feet, is the highest in Swit 
Zetland, and among the objects best deserving of a visit This church has

But the modem wonder of Fnbonig is the great iron Su^ension Bridge, 
finished onlv within the last year On approaching the atv from the road to 
Bern, we obserre, near the mn lately built, the cammenccment of a new 
route, constructed by govemiaeat for coromunieating with the bridge The 
road inclines gently towards the town, which from this point exhibits all its 
characteristic features in striking display The eye catches m succession — as if 
from a picture giaduallj unfolding itself— the superb Penttonnat lately estabhshcd, 
the Lyceum, the College of Jesuits, the majestic tower of St. Nicholas, abote 
noticed, as well as numerous churches, convents, and those tunctcd houses, 
picturesquely grouped, which gire so peculiar an aspect to the cjfr of Fribourg 
M^ct having passed all those objects lo renew — framed, so to speak, m & orele 
of wanng verdure and rocks— we perceive this magnificent moouxBrat of modem 
art and petnotism stretching before os, end suspended at a prodigious height tao^s 
the deep valley of the Sanoe Two ample bst elegant porticos terminate and 
form the extremities of an immense inverted arch, formed by the two iron cables 
wlueh support the platform The balustrade, although simply des gned, efiers s 
veiy string coup-d cciL TOen a carnage, or even the heaviest wa^n, passes 
along this bndge, the ear is struck with the hollow sound caused by the horses 
feet, but the keenest eye would seek in ram to discover the slightest undulation 
cither in the cables of suspension, or on the bndge it'elf By those who cross 
It on foot, not the smallest degree of osaUation is perceptible •

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Various iiermitages, cut out of the rock, are shown lu the neighbourhood 
of this orthodox city That of St Magdalen is particularly celebrated m the 
country It was excavated, in the living rock lu the seventeenth centurj , and 
consists of a church, a convent, and various apartments The belfry is eighty 
feet high, and the chimney of the confectory ninety, it was a work of vast 
labour The hermit, it is said, fully intended to have continued his excavations , 
hut while conveying home in his boat some young people who had come to 
celebrate the fete of St Anthony with him, they all penshed on the 17 th of 
January, 1708 

The prefecture of Morat, as already stated, is Protestant, and one of the 
most fertile and best cultivated in the canton The inhabitants pursue an 
excellent system of agriculture, and exhibit the happy fruits of industry in 
all their domestic economy This district has particular attractions for the 
picturesque traveller On a rising ground overlooking the hamlet of Villars 
is a Imden tree, thirty six feet m diameter, and ninety feet m height Protected 
by the shadow of this monarch of the forest, the tourist commands an umnter 
rupted view over the lakes of Mordt, Bienne, and Neuchdtel— the finest of its 
kind in Switzerland 

About a league from Morat formerly stood the Ossuary, a chapel forty four 
feet long by fourteen broad, containing the bones of the Burgundians slain in 
the famous battle of 147G This sanctuary, or trophy, was burnt by the Prencli 
army lu 1798, who viewed it as a monument that reflected upon the ancient 
1 eroism of Burgundy * a province which had contributed in later tunes to the 
invincible legions of Prance It is now replaced by a handsome obelisk, fifty 
six ftet high with tins inscription, “ Victonam 22 Jun 147G, patrum concordia 
partam, noio signat lapide Bcspublica Fnburgcnsis, 1822 

In passing the town of Pslavajct, rcmaikablo for the sinking beauty of its 
position, the tounst will naturally rc\ert to its melancholy fate The clnteao

superbly equipt and mounted, plunged into the lake, thinking by the strength 
and spint of their steeds to swim across They were seen to throw down their 
arms, ornaments, badges of honour, and every thing else of which they could 
divest themselves to aid the chance of saving their lives Bat those who were 
not slain, after having long buffeted the waves, perished by a miserable death, 
and were thus swallowed up It was a truly pitiable spectacle to see so many 
gallant and high horn knights floundering and sinkiDg in the dark waters, which 
were now chafed into a storm by the desperate struggles of men and steeds But 
their pnde,’ coutmues the chromcler, “ had well merited a death of such disgrace 
and humihation Let all good people of Bern, therefore, eschew heedless pnde, 
and remam stedfast m tlieir obedience to the commandments of (rod, the due 
observance of which will make all things to prosper in their hands Be«des 
these, others also were found perched upon trees, which they had chmbed in the 
moment of pamc, and thus, says the same authority, “from fear learned thej 
to fly without feathers Among them were found many females completely 
armed, but the moment their ses was made ImowTi they were respected and put 
out of danger The Bernese and their alhes, with oil their banners displayed, 
remained m possession of the Dukes camp, in which was much gold and 
Sliver, and much princely apparel But these fell chiefly into tlie liands of 
rogues and other camp followers in the rear — tlie fighting men having bad all 
the glory, but very little of the plunder 

"We now proceed on our route towards Avcndics During the Homan sway 
m Helvetia, many splendid buildings bore testimony to the high encouragement 
given to the arts, and the pactiahly shown by thisc emhung conquerors for 
the hills and vallcjs they had colonized Accustomed to a hfe over which the 
arts had thrown a refining lustre, they imparted thcic taste to the rude Ilelre- 
mns— built cities and towns— connected them by mibtary roads — mtroduced tlie 
nnes and fiout trees of Italy —instructed the people in various brandies of 
trade, arts and sciences, till, under their foslenng auspices tlicj had riised 
them to a degree of refined enjoyment to which their warhke anccston had 
been entire strangers 

Among the cities whidi more especially indicated the prosperous state of 
the country during this period, we have already noticed ^ tndomssa, to which 
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iventicura, tlie reputed birth place of Vespasian, vras oulr second as the capital 
of a populous and flonnshing colony These repositones of Homan taste and 
luxury were »*mbellishedj tn umtabon of their Italian models, with palace*, 
castles, temples, baths, and theatres, and every other monument whieb could 
perpetuate the *war or Hatter the vani^ of dieir founders But as these cities 
had a common origin, so, after a time, they were prostrated by a common 
enemy the Goth and the Vandal, like the wild boar in the nneyard, laid waste 
their beauty, and levelled their palaces with the ground— teges esi u6t Troja 
full ' The aty of ATenbeum appears to have been at least ten tunes more 
extensive than the present Avenches, which partly occupies its ate At that 
period, the late of Jforat* bathed its walls, and was called laeui Acenticensis 
A company of boatmen, naultc, were established in this anaent aty, and the rings 
for attachmg the boats, fixed in its walls — which were to be seen there only a 
century ^o — prove that the lake not only sormunded a portion of the ancient 
capital of Helvetia, bat that it also communicated with those of Bienne and 
Neuchatel Of the latter fact there can be no doubt , for even so late as ISIC, 
after a continuation of heavy rams, these tire© lakes— otherwise completely 
separated— formed one magnificent sheet of water

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checked its prosperity, and diminished its once crowded population. At the 
commencement of the seventeenth century a society, under the name of Calde- 
xesque Helvetique, established a printing press in the to^Tn, from which improved 
editions of various standard authors were thrown off — among which, the last 
was an Encyclopedia. At the present day, Yverdun is one of the most com- 
mercial and flourishing towns in the canton. The wines of la Cote, destined 
for the German portion of the Confederacy, are conveyed hither from the 
border of tbe Leman by means of the canal of Entre-Rochcs ; and the ri\er 
Thiele is covered with boats for extending this traflic by means of the lakes and 
rivers wnth which they communicate. Rebuilt nearly at the same time, and 
on a plan similar to that of the town of Motges, Yverdun presents three great 
parallel streets, which terminate in a handsome square surrounded with large 
and commodious ediiices. Of these buildings, the most striking are the church 
and to^vn-hall — both exhibiting the classic proportions of Grecian models, 
and^ erected about the be^nning of last century. In tbe same square is the 
ancient chitcau of Conrad of Zaringhen, flanked by four massive towers, and 
built at the commencement of the thirteenth century. It was in this Gothic 
fortress that Pestalozzl began the practical illustrations of lus admirable system.** 
Yverdun is distinguished for its public institutions. The hospital, college, 
and public library, are all on a liberal scale } tbe latter, supported by voluntary 
contributions, contains also an interesting museum of Roman ontiquities. Two 
benevolent societies do further honour to the citizens — the one for affording 
pecuniary assistance to the poor; the other supported by charitable ladies, 
for pronding food and clothing to the aged or infirm, and work for all who 
are willing and able to cam their own subsistence. The object of botli is the 
suppression of mendicity — an object In which they Lave nearly succeeded.

commumcates vnth the suburbs serenl bndges The environs, which are 
exceedingly agreeable, and embellished with elegant villas and summe rhouses, 
present many dehghtful walks From these the stranger will denve a Inely 
picture of life as it pas«es in Ivcrdun, towhich the politeness and hospitality of 
Its inhabitants hare given peculiar attractions 

The small town of Grandson is very pleasingly sitoated on the borders of the 
lake In its httle harbour a rock is shown, which, during the Roman occupation, 
is supposed to ha\e been consecrated to the worship of Neptune The church, 
situated in the upper part of the town, and formerly attached to a pnory of 
Benedictines, 13 remarkable for its ancient architecture It «as one of the 
first sanctuaries m the country from which Farel divulged the doctrines of 
the Reformation. 

The Castle of Grandson, situated on an enunenes so as to command tic 
touTi and lake, ivas the ancient fortress of the barons of that name This 
illustnous family, which had furnished some chivalrous knights to the frusades, 
and a bishop to Lausanne, continued to fiounsh tiU the end of the thirteenth 
century, when it hecame extinct in the person of the gallant Otho, who fell in a 
juridical duel with Gerard of Estaraycr Thence passing to the house of Ch&lons, 
the latter kept possession of it till the Burgundian war m 1470, when it was 
taken by the Swiss The facts arc briefly these — Ilawng crossed the Jura, 
Charles the Bold on arrival found lus troops m possession of Ircrdun, but the 
castle, wluch was defended by a eourogeous troop of Bernese, resisted oil lus 
FiPoTts On lus appearance before Grandson, its intrepid httle gamson braved 
lus utmost fury, and remained firm oroidsc the uninterrupted fire kept up against 
the citadel AC last, highly indignant at being detained ten days before this 
insignificant fortress, he issued orders to cany it by storm, threatening, that if tlie 
Swiss made any further resistance, he would have them all hung This menace, 
wlucli trictl the coumge of many, overcame that of the tiaatardly Captain ^\ylcr 
A knight of Burgundy, who could converse in llie German language, nmred 
nt the same time from the dukc*s camp, and expressing his admiration of their 
coumge, declared Uiat his master respected it no less ** Cease," sai 1 he, 

" vour gallant but mad resistance — spare this wanton effusion of heroic blood — 
and, in the name of his higl ness, I hereby promise you an unmolested and 
honourable retreat 5 Duped b> the crafty knight, Uie Swiss accepted the 
terms of capitulation, and, presenting him with a hundred flonns in return 
f r his humane interposition m Uieir favour, began to evacuate tl e eitadrl 
Jao sooner, however, hal they passed tie gates, U an the Duke had them 
all seized, strip] ed, and suspended ba 1 undreJs on the adjoining trees

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Others were cruelly fettered with cords, and dragged to death tlirough 
the lake 

Exasperated at these atrocities, and andismayed by the \ast aupenorif; of 
the Duke s forces, the Confederates despatched tnenty thousand men by forced 
marches to Grandson At day-breah, on the third of March, the vanguard of the 
army, consisting of the soldiers of Lueem, Schwytz, and the Bernese Oberland, 
presented themsclves‘on tlie vme clad hills hetwten the lake of Neuchatel and 
the Jura After a short interval spent m prajer, they commenced the attack 
The soldiers of Enhourg and Bern advanced firmly and in good order— the 
former led on by the leteran, John of Holuyl, and the Bernese by their chief 
magistrate, Nicholas of Scharnachthal Tins advanced guard had already 
maintained a sanguinary hut unflmching conflict of scvciol hours, nhen the 
mam body of the Confederates appeared on the heights m the brilliant mul day

scenery, for which the histonan, the poet, and painter, hare severally recorded 
a long-estahlisbcd partiality The new which, perhaps, embraces the greatest 
number of stnfcmg objects in the Pajs-de-Vaud, is the sign'd station abo^e 
Lausanne After a short but steep ascent from the little sohtarj ^Jen where 
the national pastime of nfle shooting u practised, we enter the fore<t of 
Sanrabelin, and, takmg the path to the left, amre at the Signal The extra 
ordinary combination of scenery, in every possible variety, and m the most sinking 
contrasts, over which the new extends, is scarcely to he imagined by those who 
have not penetrated within the curtain of the Jura The \ast sheet of iJie 
Leman laVe is seen through its whole expanse, framed in, and reflecting like a 
mirror the Alps of Savoy, Vaud, and the VaUais On the east, they form a 
gloomy girdle of gigantic summits, terminating m the mountain bulwarks of 
Fnbourg, thence, veenng gently to the south and south nest, the mid and snow- 
clad precipices of Savoy, with their rocky flanks bulging out into pme forests, 
or smooth mth verdant pasturo-^ebalets apnnkled along their ecchntirs, and 
smeyards mantling their base, fascinate the eye and feast the imagination of 
the spectator Farther stiil, and in the extreme west, the blue verge of the 
Jura, rising appatcntlj from the lake, and usurping the place of the Alps, 
forms the northern boundaiy of this sublime and magniflccnt picture^a pictur*. 
only to be felt Directing our eyes aloog Ihe Swiss shore, it appears indented 
and diiidcd by the waters of the lake into innumerable bays and promontones, 
and, oltliougli tame compared with Uie gigantic features of the sliore oj posjie, 
it IS of great beautj, composed of gently undublmg bills rising towards the 
Jura, and soAcnmg gradually down into tbo lake At our feet, Lausanne 
disphys Its cathednd— most part of its public edifices— its beautiful villts open 
ing towards the port of Ouchy and the lake, with Fully, Lutxy, and Grondvaux 
on the left— 'Montreux, Villoneuic, and ChiHon, in the bottom of the piciun 
and the towns of Merges and Aubonne on tho right— all names as neh m 
classical associations os tliey are beautiful in tlicir position 

The situation of Lausanne, a flw minutes walk fcom the lake, ami etovrnwf, 
an elevated ndgo of tlie Jorat, is proverbially known for the magnificent prospect 
to which we have just adverted Tho town w veiy irregular in sliapr, Itult 
upon three distinct acehsities — not uubke tho oH towu of Edinburgh — ard 
covering the inicrmcdiate valley* or rather ravines Nearly all it* «treetj sre 
»tccp and jnconvenient, but the *alobnty of Its eJimate— lie abundant lupptr 
of wafer— tho unrivalled amciuue* of tho aeeneiy— the rojnmertjal aeiiv iv of 
the place— tho cliarm* of a cullivaiesl society— and the cotnparstirc ehrspcf**

of every tliJng that contributes to the comCoHs and elegances of life, have 
long conferred on tVio tovvTri and neighbourhood a decided partiality among 
strangers. The cathedral, which forma so striking a feature in tlie -land- 
scape, was founded by the bishop ilenricus, in the year 1000.

was continued during the two following centuries, but the original plan, 
which indicated a third tower on the north of the present belfry, was neter 
earned into effect Several fires, the result more of hostility than accident 
— particularly in the thirteenth century — caused serious damage to the struc 
ture In the early part of that century it shared tlie fate of the toivn , 
and on three several occasions was nearly consumed During the first 
of these calamities, the leaden roof and chime of hells were melted, but were 
speedily replaced hj others, in consequence of pious contributions from the 
numerous states and alhes of the Holy empire, but this was only n prelude to 
fresh disasters In the third conflagration all the churches, except that of 
St Lawrence, were nearlj destrojed, and the cathedral, which had just been 
restored, was once more a wreck, while the damage on this occasion was irrepa- 
rably aggravated by the destruction of all its historical documents To remedj 
this fresh disaster, contributions were once more resorted to, and, forty j ears 
after, having been completely rebuilt, the church %ns soleninlj consecrated by 
Gregory X , m presence of the emperor Rodolph of Hapsburg, and o numerous 
assembly of princes and lords temporal and spiritual, whom the imposing occasion 
had brought together In the seventeenth centuiy, the belfry ind tower of 
• the choir suffered considerible damage by lightning, and lastly, on the 
night of the 23d of May, 1823 — eleven jears ago — a recurrence of the accident 
destroyed the spire, whicli has since been repaired, with several internal 
improvements, under the able direction of M PerregauN, an architect of great 
taste and reputation But, without dwelling on a subject which might lead 
us into descriptions too copious for the present work, we have onlj to observe, 
that, as a fine and entire specimen of Gothic architecture, the cathedral of 
I ausanne is one of the most remarkable in Europe The walls of the intenor 
are encrusted with numerous sepulcliral inscriptions, sculptures, and allcgoncal 
figures, several of which are English* — and all interesting to the curious as 
well ns contemplative visitor 

In the centre of the Place de la Pdud, is the Town hall, built in HCl, and

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SluiDounted bj a clock, but po«se«3U»g no striking features or peculianoes 
Here the magistenal authorities of the distnct, circle, and commune, hold their 
sittinga , and m another part is the restdence of the gjndic, or president of the 
municipality The other chambers are variously distnbutcd On the ve'tihulc 
of this edifice is a marble tablet with a Homan lascnptioD, discorcred at Vidy, 
in 1/39 The Place is used as a com market, but a new and much more 
extensive one is now in progress 

The College of Lausanne,* founded at the epoch of the Keformation, in 1537, 
IS a vast square edifice, surrounding on extensirc court, and containing a pubhc 
library and museum — both of which are extroaiely nch in their «ercral depart 
ments The library, posacsaiog manj rare printed ivorks and precious manu- 
scripts, is open to the public three daj-s in the week, and every facihtr given 
to second the news of the studious The Museum, first established in 1820, 
and occupying three large halU, is amply furnished with specimens from the 
aTutnal, vegetable, and mineral hmgdoms—maay ©f nhieb are cunous Beside# 
these, Qumerou# speamens of art, aneicot aod modem— paintings and fculpturo 
by native artists n ho have studied m Italy— medals, and vanou# rehes of anuquit) 
found in the ruins of Aixoches and other Roman stations within the canton— 
cabinets of natural lustory and chemistry, well provided with all the apparatus 
necessary in a course of lectures— gue peculiar advantaged to tlie museum, to 
which, It is said, an astrononucal obserrator} will shorllv be added 
The Chateau Cantonalc, or seat of government, os seen in the annexed 
cngraviog, is a large square building, founded in tie niiddie of the thirteenth 
century by the bishop, Jolin of Cvssonay, and finuLed in seventv jears bv 
Guillaume dt Chnlland TUI the epoch of the Reformation this «as tlie domestic 
fortress of the pnnee bishops, but thenceforth that of the resident govcnion 
of Bern, who made considerable additions to it It was further enlarged at 
the commencement of the present cenlurj , and again within the last few yeirs. 

If IS now occupied by the great council, and council of stvte, die court of 
appeals, and vanous oUier public oflices In a hall of this episcopal fortress 
was formerly a pulpit moving on lunges, so as to mask a secret door which

But, without dilating on the numerous othfcr objects of various interest with 
which Lausanne abounds, and wluch will be found minutelj described in ivorks 
more e'vpressly devoted to that subject, we proceed to notice a few prominent 
features in the immediate neighbourhood, or bordering upon the lake Of 
these, one of the most interesting by its associations is the house of Gibbon, 
on the road to Ouchy , hut, hke Ariosto’s house at Perrara, or Popes villa at 
Twickenham, the residence of the great lustonan has almost lost its identity , 
still, as a hnk in that intellectual chain by which the Leman lake is encircled. 
It can never lose* its interest, or want visitors It was m the bosom of tins 
sublime retreat that—

he continued, and finally completed, that great liistoncnl monument whicli, 
however unsound an* principle, or exceptionable m some of its philosophical 
deductions, is now a standard authority, and will transmit tlie authors name 
to the latest posterity Tlie passngc in which he commemorates the close of his 
seven years’ labour m tins intellectual sanctuary, and on a subject to which he 
had devoted all the resources of deep study and extensive reading, is full of 
natural feeling • Tlic familiar letters, in which Gibbon communicates the 
every day occupations of his life while resident m this solitude, have acquired 
a deeper interest os changes have sprung up in the scenery, and in proportion as 
the gifted individuals of tliat circle with Whom ho associated have passed away 
No higher compliment could have been paid to this beautiful countrj and its

To these haunted localities must now be added the tomb of John P hili p 
Kemble, the personal friend of Byron — the best interpreter of Sbakspeare, 
a man universally honoured for hia public talents, and highly esteemed m all 
the relations of private life This object of melancholy attraction is in the public 
cemetery of Pierre-le-PIan, above the town — a miniature Perc la Chaise It 
consists of a plain stone slab inscnbed mlh his name, and surrounded bv 
an iron ruLtg, through which shrubs and flowers entwine a voluntarj chaplet,

The village of Ouchy, pictoresqnely situated on the lake, and serving as the 
port of Lausanne, has greatlj men in importance smcc the introduction of steam 
navigation Two fine vessels— the *' Leman Vaudou,' and the ‘V^'inkclned,” 
traverse the lake daflj between Geneva nod Ijju«anne— recemng and landing 
passengers along the whole Imc of the Swiss coast, and on certain daj's perform 
ing the entire circuit of the lake * The old tower, teen in the engfanog, was built 
by a bishop of Lausanne 'o far back as the twclfJi century Tlie quay and its 
appendages arc of modern construction, and with a fleet of boats surrounding the 
steamers as they arrive or depart, and a host of wheeled vehicles, nvol donkeys, 
runners and driver*, waiung the passengers on shore, Uie port of Oaclij pre«ents 
a scene of bvely commotion It was while dctaioed by ** stress of weather,** 
at tho Anchor Hotel of Ouchy, that Lord Byron composed lus Prisoner of 
Clullon and where, from his window, he could obscnc the castle thus immor- 
talized, rising white on tho eastern verge of the lake lie vuited evciy locality 
known in history or tradition— particularly the retreat above desenb^ , and in 
one of his pubbshed Icttcn, says — “ I cnclore jou a spng of ‘ Gibbon’s arana, 
and some rose leases from his garden, which, with part of lus house, I lave 
just seen ** Moore has well observed, that thu cireumstance in Uie life of the 
immortal bard, has added •' one more deathless association to the alrcad/ 
immortalized localities of Uic lake**—

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13 no Similar feature of continental scenery with wliich the English reader is 
more famiharly acquainted It has a place in the portfolio of every tourist, 
and painter, and troubadour — in every drawing room album — and is the title of 
a poem, which— when the chateau itself shall have crumbled doivn mto the hke — 
will insure hy its own imraortalitj that of ChiUon The castle consists of a large 
irregular mass of buildings, surrounding a central square tower, which,^ till the 
invention of artillery, was considered impregnable, and served in no inconsiderable 
degree to extend the limits of Savoy It was near this point that, in 1275, 
the Count Philip, hy a fortunate exploit, gained possession of the whole Pays de 
Vaud Two centuries and a half later, the Bernese, assisted hy a hundred 
friends from Geneva, seized this fortress from Charles V of Savoy The com- 
mandant of Rye, who was charged mth its defence, seeing himself blockaded 
by land and water, made little resistance, and a large Savoyard bark, which 
had come to his aid, having fled at the approach of four boats from Geneva, 
he capitulated on the third day of the seige Besides immense bootv, tlie 
victors found in the chateau several pnsoners of distinction, among whom wis 
the celebrated Bonnivard, the " Pnsoner of ChiPon, who six j ears before had 
.been treacherously seized and shut up in its dungeons 

Next to Chdlon, the Chateau of "Wofflens is the most striking edifice in the 
Pays de Vaud • It is of spacious dimensions, anti higlily picturesque in its 
Gothic towers and commanding position The walls are built entirely of bud , 
of immense thickness, and appear to have been constructed, according to 
antiquaries, by Bertha, queen of Buigundy, who, as already stated, founded the 
rich Benedictine abbey of Pojeme, m 961 The principal part of this ancient 
structure consists of an enormous square donjon in the centre, one hundred and 
seventy feet in height, and flanked at each angle by others in a similar stjle, 
but of much smaller dimensions These five towers were long considered as 
of Roman construction but various heraldic devices sculptured upon them, fix 
the epoch of their erection to the period already stated, or at farthest to 
the ninth century Tliis chateau forms a magnificent feature in the landscape, 
and commands the whole range of the lake, the mountains of the Vnllais, and 
the gigantic summits of 'Mont Blanc 

The plate with which we close tlic present work represents the Hospice of the 
Great Sl Bernard founded in 9G2, and the highest inhabited spot m the old 
v%orldf This celebrated Augustin monastery occupies the summit of the pass

whom curiosity or business may attract to that elevated region The estabhsh 
ment had fonnerlj a vast revenue attached to it, but which, in recent times, 
has been so greatly diimmshcd, as to render annual collections m the adjoining 
countnes indispensable for its support 

It 18 placed on the extreme frontier of the Vallais, directly in the gorge, and 
overlooking a small lake The number of the Brctliren u not fixed, it vanes 
from twen^ to thirty, but it is rare that more tlian ten or twelve reside in tlie 
Hospice Tliey live in the midst of continnal pnvations, at an elevation of eight 
thousand two hundred feet above the sea, and exposed at once to the effects of a 
rigid climate, and the dangers which by the rules of tlicir order they are bound to 
encounter stall hours in the service of humanity • TJieir office is to receive, lodge, 
and supply with necessary food, all travellers who pass (he Great St. Bernard 
They are bound, also dunng the seven or eight dangerous months of the year, 
to inspect the roads daily The famous dogs of the convent, whicli are trametl to 
this duty, have often been the means of restoring to life the exhausted and J alf 
froren traveller Many interesting anecdote* arc recorded of their sagacitv , 
and ttie noble breetl, we were gtad to observe, still forms a considerable colony 
for the Tcbef of future wunderer* Should any accident liappen to the traveller, 
ho IS retained in tlic eonvent till perfectly recovered, and tl en, if in need, 
dismissed With suffiaent means to earrv him on )u* journev All this lospi 
tahty is bestowed without charge of any kind, and continued where the 
traveller chooses to prolong his stay, for several days The only recotapenje 
accepted is in the form of voluntary ofTenngs, deposited in a box in the 
chapel, and to which it u hoped, no traveller m easy areumstances passes the 
Great St Bernard without contnbuUng somctbing in token of I is gratitude 
The winter m this region Luts full eight or sine months, and dunng the 
coldest penod, the thermometer of Fahrenheit has been often observed at 20* 
and on one occasion, at SO’ below xero In ccrUm place* dost to the raonas. 
tcry, the snow never melts

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whose strict attention to their various guests and devotion to the cause 
of humanity ore above all praise. Tliose \%ho perish in the pas‘:agc by 
cold or avalanches, are deposited in the cliamcl-house, wliere, owing to the drj' 
antiseptic nature of the climate, the features of tlio unhappy victims may be 
recognised for two or three years ; but after that period the muscles shrink away 
and blacken, so as to resemble the bodies of Egyptian mummies. ‘When the 
writer visited the monastery last autumn, this melancholy receptacle contained, 
happily, no recent rictims ; but the spoils of mortality with which the floor and 
walls were still covered, presented an ^palling spectacle. To see the Great 
St. Bernard with any thing like gaiety, the stranger should contrive to be tliere 
at the fete of Notre-Dame-d’Aout, the fifteenth of Augiut, when hundreds of 
the peasantry from the Swiss and Italian valleys attend mass at the chapel, 
and present a thousand amusing contrasts in their national costume and appear- 
ance. It may be superfluous to add, that the greatest event in modem times 
with which this pass is connected, is the march of the French army under 
Napoleon, in May 1800. Arrived at the summit of this tremendous pass, and 
when they anticipated nothing but a repetition of dangers and accidents in their 
descent towards Italy, they beheld, on a sudden turn of the rugged path, “ tables 
covered, as if by magic, with every necessary refreshment. The monte of 
St. Bernard had prepared the banquet; the army feasted, returned tumultuous 
thanks, and passed on. A few days after this event, the battle of Marengo 
decided the fate of Italy." 


I^ote . — It was originally intended that the present volume should have been 
followed by an Appendix; but to have carried this into effect, would have 
exceeded the number of divisions to which the work was necessarily restricted ; 
and the Proprietors being anxious not to encumber the work with a mass of 
mere bterary and scientific matter that might have had little or no reference to 
the engravings, it has been omitted. It is their intention, hovvever, to supply 
this omission vmder a new form, and to publish a small " Pocket Itinerary and 
Tourist’s Guide to the Bhine, Switzerland, and Savoy," with which every 
important subject intended for the Appendix will be incorporated. 
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
